ADMINISTRATION OF THE CENTRAL 
INTELLIGENCE AGENCY 


My. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker, I move 
to suspend the rules and pass the bill 
(H. R. 2663) to provide for the admin- 
istration of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, established pursuant to section 
102, National Security Act of 1647, and 
for other purposes, as amended. 

The SPEAKER. The Clerk will report 
the bill as amended. 

The Clerx read as follows: 

Be it enacted, etter 

DEFINITIONS 

Section 1. That when used in this act, the 
term— 

(an) “Agency” means the Central Intelli-~ 
gence Agency: : 

(>) “Director” means the Director of Cen~ 
tral Intelligence; r 

{c) “Government agency" means any ex- 
ecutive department, commission, council, 
independent establishment, corporation 
wholly or partly owned by. the United States 
which {s an instrumentality of the United 
States, board, bureau, division, service, ofice, 
officer, authority, administration, or other 
establishment, in the executive branch of 
the Government; and 

{d) “Continental United States” means 
the States and the District of Columbia. 

SEAL OF OFFICE 

Szc. 2. The Director of Central Intelligence 
shall cause a seal of office to be made for the 
Central Intelligence Agency, of such design 
os the President shall approve, and judicial 
notice shall be taken thereof, 

PROCUREMENT AUTHORITIES 

Sec, 3. (a) In the performance of its func- 
tions the Central Intelligence Agency ls au- 
thorized to exercise the authorities contained 
in sectiona 2 (c) {1}. (2), (3), (4), (5), (8). 
(10), (12), (15), (17), and sections 3, 4, 5, 
6, and 10 of the Armed Services Procurement 
Act of 1947 (Public Law 413, 80th Cong. 2d 
Bess.). 

(>) In the exercise of the authorittes 
granted in subsection (a) of this section, 
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rector, the Deputy Director, or the Executive 


of the Agency. - : 

{c) The determinations and decisions 
provided in subsection {a} of this section 
to be made by the Agency nead may he made 
with respect to individual purchases and 
contracts or with respect to classes of purs 
chases or contracts, and shail be final. Ex- 
cept as provided in subsection (ad) of this 
scction, the Agency head ts authorized to 
dclegate his powers provided in this section,

tions and decisions, in his ciscretion and 
subject to his direction, to any other officer 
or oficers or ciicials cf the Agency. 

{d) The power of the Agency head to make 
the determinations or decisions specified in 
paragraphs (12) and {15} of section 2 (c) 
and section 5 (a) of the Armed Services 
Procurement Act of 1947 shail not be dele- 
gable, Each determination or decision re- 
quired by paragraphs (12) and (15) of sec- 
tlon 2 (c), by section 4, cr by section 5 (a) 
of the Armed Serviccs Procurement Act of 
1947, shall be based upon written findings 
made by the cfaicial maxing such deterralna- 
tions, which findings shail be Anal and shall 
be available within the Agency for a period 
of at least 6 years following the data of the 
determination. 


EDUCATION AND TRAINING 


Src, 4. (a) Any officer or employce of the 
Agency may be assigned or detailed for spe- 
cial imstruction, research, or training, at or 
with comestic or foreign public or private 
Institutions; trade, labor, agricultural, or 
scientific associations; courses or training 
programs uncer the National Milltary Es- 
tablishment; or commercial Arms. 

(b) Tho Agency shall, under such regu- 
lations as the Director may prescribe, pay 
the tuition and other expenses of officera 
and employees of the Agency assigned or de- 
tailed in accordance with provisions of sube 
section (2) of this section, In addition to 
the pay and allowances to which such officers 
and employees may be otherwise entitled.

possessions, shall—

regard to the granting of home leave; 

(B) pay the travel expenses of members of

he will reside; 

(D) pay the cost of storing the furniture 
and houschold and personal effects of an 
officer or employee of the Agency who Is. 
absent under orders from bis usual post of 
duty, or who is assigned to a post to which, 
because of emergency conditions, he cannot 
take or at which ho ia unable to use, his 
furniture and household and personal effects; 

(E) pay the cost of storing tho furniture 
and household and personai effects of an 
oficer or employea of tha Agency on first 
arrival at a post for & period not in excess of 
3 months after such Arst arrival at such 
post or until the establishment of residence 
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(F) pay the travel exnene:s and trans- 
portation costs incident to the removal of 
the members of the family of an aiiicer ar 
employce of the Agency and his furniture 
and household and personal efeccts, tnciud- 
ing automobiles, from a pest at which, he- 
cause of the prevalence of cisturacd con- 
ditions, thera is Imminent danger to ie 
and property, and the return 0° suca persons. 
Turniture, and effects to such post upon thc 
cessation of such conditions, or ta such 
other post as may In the mear.time Lave Le- 
come the post to which such ovicer or era 
ployee has been assigned.

Mr. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker, H. R. 
2663 is a bill to provide for the admin- 
istration of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. There have been some mis- 
conceptions as to its purposes. For this 
reason, I would Iike to make certain 
broad statements concerning the bill and 
its purposes before discussing it in de- 
tall. 

The Central Intelligence Agency was 
established as a successor to the Central 
Intelligence Group, under the provisions 
of sectlon 102 of the National Security 
Act of 1947. This section sets out the 
functions of the Agency. It should be 

_ pointed out at once that H. R. 2663, 
which we are now considering, does not 
alter or add to these functions in any 
way. It simply provides for the admin- 
istrative implementation of the func- 
tions which the Congress has already 
seen fit to give to the Agency. 

Secondiy, it should be pointed out that 
CIA functions exclusively under the pow=- 
ers granted it by the National Security 
Act of 1947 and not under any Executive 
order whatsoever. 

Thirdiy, with one or two exceptions to 
which your attention will be drawn, 
there is no authority in this proposed 
bill which at some time or other has not 
been granted to some other agency of 
the Government or which some other 
agencies are not now utilizing through 
their own implementing legislation. The 
reason why the hearings have been held 
in executive session, and why a certain 
amount of secrecy has been utilized in 
connection with this bill, {s that the dis- 
cussions with the members of CIA who 
appeared before the committee went in- 
to the operational background of the 
Agency. Naturally, operational cetalls 
cannot be talked about in public for they 
go to the very heart of CIA's activities. 
Bear in mind, however, that the CIA is 
prohibited by law from any internal 
security functions. It deals only in the 
field of foreign intelligence. 

This bili which we are now consider= 
ing with one difference was introduced 
into the second session of the Elghticth 
Congress last year, and was unanimously 
approved by the Armed Services Com~= 
mittees both in the Senate and the House 


Mr. Speaker, I 
am opposed to the bill, I demand @ 
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session, but due to the last minute pres- 
sure of business could not be called up 
in the House. After most careful con- 
sideration, the present measure has 
again been unanimously approved, first 
by a subcommitice end then by the full 
Armed Services Committee in the House. 

- As L have sald, its purposes are admin- 
{strative, and its provisions break down 
into four main categorics. In the first 
place, the Agency sceks to avail itsclf 
of the benefits of the Armed Services 
Procurement Act of 1927 so that it may 
utilize the most up-to-cate procurement 


dealing with foreign travel and similar 


self of many of the provisions of the For- 
elgn Service Act of 1946, is seeking to 


“build up a carcer service in the intelli- 


gence field seconc to none. A second-best. 
intelligence service is elmos’ as bad as 
none at all. Within the framework of 
existing Government laws and salaries, 
we are scexing to place CIA on 3 career 
basis, particularly for those of its em~ 
ployees who may spend a large portion 
of their career on foreign assignment, 
Thirdly, we are suppiying the Agency, by 
this bill, with certain general adminis- 
trative authorities which are needed. 
Finally, we are supplying the Agency with 
appropriations language to which thelr 
pudget and fiscal employees, 2s well as 
those of the General Accounting office, 
may look in the auditing of the Agency’s 
expenses. 

In broad terms, therefore, H. R. 2663 
seeks to assist this country in the bulld- 
ing up and development of a career for= 
eign intelligence service, and to free the 
Agency from certain restrictions so that 
it may operate as 2 mature intelligence 
service must operate. : 

Section 1 of this bill merely contains 
certain very basic defnitions of terras 
used in the act. 

Section 2 authorizes a seal of office for 
the Agency, and provides that judicial 
notice shall be taken thereof. From time 
to time it has been necessary for CIA to 
produce records in court, For example, 
the records of the monitoring of foreign 
propaganda broadcasts in their posses- 
sion have included recordings of the 
speeches made from Germany by Douglas 
Chandler and Rovert Best. These re- 
cordings were the basis of the recent 
convictions of these two men for their 
freasonable activities during the late 
war. In order that authenticated coples 
of such material can be submitted when 
called for iu court, a seal is necessary of 
whien the court can taxe judicial notice, 


Section 3 of the bill authorizes the: 


Agency to utilize certain of the authori- 
ties granted the armed services in the 
Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947. 
The main features of this law which are 
peing extended to the CIA are jn the 
field of negotiation for contracts without 
advertising. The general ceiling for 
which contracts can be negotiated with- 
out advertising today is $100, The 
Armed Services Procurement Act raises 
this calling to $1,000, and it is being ex~ 
tended to include CIA contracts up to 
this smount. In addition, the act au- 
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* gended to CIA. 
facilities in connection with its activities. 
- Secondly, i connection with the sections

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not admit of delay, where it is In prac- 
ticable ta secure competition, ard for 
supplies or services the nature of which 
should not be publicly disclosed. It 
stands to reason that certain of the tech- 
nical equipment which this Agency must 
utilize may be made only by one firm far 
reasons of security, and certainly some al 
this equipment should nat be oner.ly ad-- 
vertised for. Therefore, ft seems only 
proper that these authoritics which the 
Congress has already extended to the 
armed services should be further ex: 
The remainder of this 
section sets forth the. applicable provi- 
sions of the Procurement Act revarding 


- rules for advertising, the type of con- 
allowances, the Agency, in availing ite - 


tracts that can be made, damages, joint 
procurement, delegations of autuoritles 
and limitations thereon. 

Section 4 of the bfll authorizes the 
Agency to assign its personnel te schoo.s 
for special instruction and training, and 
to pay the cost of such tuition and ex- 
penses. This will permit the Arency to 
send selected employees to such schacis 
as the National War College, advance 
courses in international relations and re- 
lated fields, refresher courses in language 
fields, and special training couries. 

Section 6 of the bill presents cne of its 
most important features from a career 
standpoint. Virtually all of the provi- 
sions of this section have heen taken di~ 
rectly from similar provisions ir. the Por~ 
eign Service Act of 1946. It provides ‘or 
the payment of travel expenses for the 
employees of the Agency and for ihe 
members of their families when procecc- 
ing to posts of. duty abroad, snd from 
post ta post abroad. It provides tov 
their heing returned to the United States 
with their families an statutory home 
leave after 2 years of continuous service 
abroad. ; 

It must be reemphasized that these 
provisions are not new departtres created 
for CIA, but are merely extending to the 
Agency the best features of otier carecr 
services inthe Government. Tis section. 
also provides for the hospitalication and 
medical care of the Agency’s fulletine 
employees abroad, and inclades pic- 
visions for the periodical physical exatai- 
nation of all of the employees on foreign 
posts. 

Certain general administrative pro- 
visions are granted to the Agency, ost 
of which are simtiar to authoriiies 
granted to other agencies of the Gov- 
ernment at one time or another, or which 
deal with the security of the Agency's Op- 
erations. For instance, there are pre- 
visions permitting the armiag of couricrs 
and guards carrying confidential docu-- 
Specific anthority 1s needed ta 
override State staiutes which prohisi: 
the carrying of firearms without special 
Jicenses. Such a statute js in existence 
for the FBI, and the armed 5 srvices Have 
always been allowed to arm vi user 
couriers. 

Section 8 of the proposed ill contains 
a-provision which, will permit the entry 
of 100 aliens into the United States for 
permanent residence. This will bc ex- 
plained more fully by my cistinguisacd 
colleague, the gentleman trom orth 
Carolina (Mr. Durkan. However, 3 
would like to emnbasize thc Unit coker

essence, anc should these people be re- 
quired to go through the many pro- 
cedures of obtaining visas, having photo- 
graphs taken, and filing applications— 
they would be dead before taking their 
second step. In certain areas of the 
world such persons can only contact an 
American once. ‘This section permits 
quick action to save the lives of persons 
of high intelligence value to the United 
States. 

Finally we have provided in this bill 
some basic appropriations language to 
which the Government Accounting Office 
and the budget and fiscal offices of the 
Agency can look in the expenditure of 
funds. Much of this language Is neces- 
sary, for without it the expenditure of 
funds for the purposes set forth herein 
cannot be allowed, In addition, we have 
provided the legal basis for the granting 
to the Agency authority for the spending 
of those unvouchered funds which the 
Appropriations Committee of the House 
will carmark, and without which there 
can be no successful operation of an in- 
telligence service. 

For the reasons I have set forth, I urge 
the passage of this bill. Above all, it will 
allaw this country to continue and in- 
crease the successful operation of its 
foreign intelligence, upon which some day 
the security of this country and our very 
lives may weli depend.

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Mr. CELLER. Mr. Speaker, although 
I do not like the hush-hush business sure 
rounding this bill, I shall not oppose it. 
Certainly if the members of the Armed 
Forces Committee can hear the detailed 
information to support this bill, why can- 
not cur entire membership? Are they 
the Brahmins and we the untouchables? 
Secrecy is the unswer, What is seeret 
about the membership of an entire com= 
mittee hearing the lurid reasons? In 
Washington three men can keep a secret 
if two men die. Itis like the old lady who 
said, “I can keep a secret but the people 
Z tell it to, cannot.” 
. Imust counter the remarks of the pree 
vious speaker. We have in the bill this 
very significant language “for permanent 
residence without regard to their inad- 
missibility under the immigration or any 
other laws or regulations.” 


In the first place, if there had not been 


a closed rule, I would have made the point 
of order to strike out this provision bee 
cause it fs exclusively within the province 


of the Committee on the Judiciary and Is . 


not the business of the Committee on the 
Armed Services. The Committee on the 
Armed Services has nothing to do with 
immigration. Now this provision I have 
read throws out the window, at the dis- 
cretion of the Director mentioned in this 
bill and the Attorney General, all the 
legislative immigration restrictions that 
“we have built up over the years. It 
throws them to the winds, and if the At- 
torney General and the Director wish to 
admit Facists, Communists, Hitler sad- 
ists, Morons, moral perverts, syphilitics, 
or lepers, they can do it. I think the 
House ought to know what it is legislat- 
ing about, and I think, in a measure, thig 
indicates how the cold war is unhinging 
the nerves of some of our high military 
-authorities. The secrecy, especially the 
brand we are treated to, is ridiculous, 
“Secondly these immigration privileges 
_are badly conceived. If you want to give 
this authority to the military, all right, 
. but I think we should know what we are 
doing and whither we are going. The 
‘military is not infallible. Witness the 
situation of the charges levied by the 
-Military intelligence against one Agnes 
‘Smedley recently, that she was a Com- 
-munist, or a Russian spy, and instead of 
retracting. when they found they were in 
.error, they simply admitted a faux pas. 
“The military is Indeed not infallible. On 
.the question of immigration they are 
given carte blanche, willy-nilly, to admit 
-100 persons under this particular provi- 
‘sion which should be stricken from the 
_ bill or, if it is not stricken, certain safe- 
guards showld have been added. 
I have spoken briefly to advise the 
Armed Forces Committee to stick to its 
‘own knitting. When immigration is in- 
-volved, let the proper committee be con- 
sulted—the Judiciary Commitice.

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Section 8 of this bill provides that 
whenever the Directar and the Attorney 
General shall determine that the entry 
of a, particular alien into the United 
States for permanent residence is in the 
interest of national security or essenti:t 
to the furtherance gf the national in- 
telligence mission, that alicn and his 
family shall be given entry without re- 
ard to thelr admissibility under the im- 
migration laws and regulations. The 
number of persons who can come inia 
the country under tnis provisicn is lim- 
ited to 100 persons in any «ne year. 
Let me emphasize that what is be 
waived are the laws regarding the ac-- 
missibility of an allen into this country. 
but no laws are being waived : segareine 
his conduct once he is here. ‘The alicr. 
must live up to every law of the Unitcad 
States just as every other alien must do, 
and failure to do so will Iead fo his de- 
portation for cause. What is the pu-- 
pose of this section? Bricfiy, it {s this. 
There are many people all over the worst 
who believe in this country and what it 
stands for implicitly. Many of them are 
living in police states. Some of them 
may have formerly been highly piaced °n 
the service of their government. Som 
of them may even be therenow. Many 
of them have important inteli:rence in- 
vis coun 
try, and such infofmation may be of 


‘vital immortance to our naiiomal se- 


curity and our policies. These peop.c, 


“be they soldiers or statesmen or seicne 


tists, can only approach a representative 
of America once. If they are scen talc- 
ing with an American, it may mean the 
concentration camps, or im some in- 
stances death itself. There is no time 
here to get visas and fill out the germs 


‘which the immigration laws require. 


The element of time is often 2% hours or 
Yess.

“tion, security requires that the pcome

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disgusted with the cynicism of the 
United States Conzress and its pollcy of 
reviving fascism and preparing a new 
world war. It Is interesting to note that 
the Moscow radio picks up and endorses 
this protest almost as soon as the com- 
mittee itself has received the telegram. 
The people who will enter this country 
under this provision are not spies. They 
are defaciors from the totalitarian state, 
They are people whose love of dcmoc- 
racy is so great that at the risk of their 
lives they come to representatives of the 
United States to give them Information 
which will help the west and the United 
‘States survive. 

I believe the well-known radio com- 
mentator, Edward R. Murrow, very 
neatly summed up the purpose of this 
section in his broadcast of March 4, in 
which he stated, and I quote:

Tre pending bill, H. R. 2653, is sub- 
stantially the same as H. R. 5871 which 
was introduced in the Eightiztn Congress, 
unanimously reported by the Senate 
Committee on the Armed Services, and 
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passed the Senate. A companion bill 
Was unanimousiy reported by the House 
Committes cn the Armed Services, but 
due to lack of time it failed of passage in 
the Hightietnh Congress. 

Tae purpose of this bill is s{mply to 

ive the Central Intelligence Agency au- 
thority that is necessary for its proper 
acdminisiration. It is true that we will 
bring {in not to exceed 100 persons’a year, 
but before they are admitted they will be 
carefully screened by both the Director 
oi Central Intelligence and the Attorney 
General of the United States. They act 
icintly, and it is absolutely essential thas 
some of the information given to mem- 
bers of our committee as was given to 
members of the Rules Committee, must 
be kept confidential, because it is af a 
secret nature. The FSI does not adver- 
{se the movements it makes in the ap- 
prehension of a criminal. Our intelli- 


gence oficers to be effective and in theiz - 


own defense as well as the country's 
must keep many of their movements 
secret. I think it would be supreme fally 
for us to discuss every phase and ramifi- 
cation of a bill that is of such a highly 
confidential nature.

It permits the 
Director to provide for special instruc~ 
tion and training of agency personnel.

It permits 
agency personnel to return to the United 
States on leave after 2 years of forelgn 
service. I provides for the payment of 
transporting and storing household be~- 
longings. It provides for the health of 
employees overseas by permitting the 


payment of travel expenses to the nearest ° 


adequate medical facilities when local 
meGical facilities are inadcquate. It pro- 
vides for the establishment of first aid 
stations at posts overseas. It provides for 
physical examinations for all employees. 
Jt provides for transporting the remains 
of an empioyee or a member of his family 
who may die while overseas, and it pro- 
vices that she agency may recrult foreign. 
nationals abroad where citizens of the 
United States are not available for such 
employment, And it provides allowances 
for agency employees similar to those 
given to State Department Foreign Serv- 
ice employees. It also contains other 
provisions of greater significance, such as 
the authority to transfer and receive 
from other Government agencies such 
sums as may be approved by the Bureau 
of the Budmect for the performance of 
any cf the agency functions. This is how 
the Central Intelligence Agency gets its 
money. it has bee’ going on since the 
azeucy was created, and this simply le- 
galizes that important function wiilch Is 
the only means by which the amount of 
money required to operate an efadient 


intelligence service can be concealed. ° 


Likewise, the bill removes certain imita- 
tions which exist under provisions of law 
which Emit the amount of rental that the 
acency may pay for its quarters overseas 
and the amount of improver.ents that it 
snay mate in such leased facilities. This 
makes sense in view of the fact that an 
eMiciens intelligence agency must be able 
to rent adequate facilitics regardless of 
the value of the property and must be 


permitted to make such improvements in -

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the instailation of necessary equipment. 
Tne bill also eliminates the agency from 
the requirements of law which result in 
the publication of personnel data in the 
Oficial Register of the United States, and 
exeripts the Bureau of the Budget from 
the necessity of including in its public 
report to the Congress the agency’s per- 
sonnel strength. Tais information has 
not heretofore been made public and 
must, of course, continue not tc be made 
public, and this merely legaiizes such 
action. 

The most widely publicized feature of 
the bill is that with respect to the pro- 
vision which provides for the admission 
of 100 aliens for permanent residence in 
the United States, This will oniy be done 
when the Director and tne Attomey Gen- 
eral concur in the admission of such 
aliens and will permit the agency to offer 
to certain defectors and others the 
greatest reward possivie In this world 
today, residency in the United States. 
These people will be carefutiy screened 
and their admission will only be in the 
best interests of the United Siates, and, 
furthermore, if at a later date they should 


prove undesirable they can be ceported.- 


Another section of tne bili provides 
that the azency may spend sums made 
available to it withous regard to pro- 
visions of existing law. It also permits 


the expenditure of funds for ecnfidential . 


purposes to be solely accounted for by 
certification of the Director, This is not 
unusual. The State Department has 
uch authority, as Goes the Atomic 


Energy Commission, and, for that mat-- 


ter, so in effect do all branches of the 


. armed services. : 
Therefore the only significant feature 


of this bill which will be completely new 
in ail respects will be that pertaining to 
the admission of 100 aiiens in the United 
States, : 

There has been a great deal of discus- 
sion as to way the committee meetings 


were conducted in executive session with- 
out a stenograpnic record being kept, It 


is obvious that there is certain informa- 
tion which must be confined to as few 


peanle es possible. For example, it would - 


not be wise to disclose to the world the 


‘amount of money necessary to operate 


the Central Intelligence Agency annualiy, 
Nor would it be wise to announce to the 
world the number of personnel employed 
by the agency. Nor would i: be wise to 
announce just where our CIA ls operate 
ing, or how they are operating, or what 
information they are seeking to obtain, 


or what information they have obtained.’- 
But in order for 2 congressional com- 


mittee to properly analyze a bill granting 
authority to an agency to perform certain 
functions, it seemed wise to chtain this 
information but not to make it public. 
This pill will enable the agency to have 
Jegal authority for practically all the 
things it is now doing. 
the National Security Act speclicaly ex- 
cludes the agency from internal security 
functions. There is no provlem of in- 
yasion of the rights of Americana citizens 
involved in this legistation. If this 
Nation wants a modern, eficient, effec- 
tive, capable, valuabie Intelligence gath- 


ering agency, then we must give it cer= - 
If we do not wank such ° 
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tain authorities. 


You wili note that © 


the world without one. It would seem a 
little ridiculous to spend one-third of oun 
annual budget for aur national dcfessu 
and not grant reasonabie monet iry seat 
tory and administrative support ta the 
agency charged with gathering the in- 
telligence information which hes so much 
to do with the size of the appropriations 
we grant for the strength of cur armed 
services.

In modern times It 
is necessary to assemb?e all the informa- 
tion that can be obtained concerning our 
own national security and Its relation- 


‘Snip to the national security of other 


countries. AN governments——we might 
as weil be frank about it—utilize every 
reasonable azency they can to assemble 
desirable information concerning the ac- 
tivities of other governments. Some- 
times in some countries men who are 
eng2ged in trying to find out what {fs 
going on lose their lives, They are 
caught, held as spies, and Nquidated. 
They are never heard of again. The bill 
coes not provide for any new activity, 
What it does particularly Js to seek to 
safeguard information procured by 
agents of the Government so that it will 
not fall into the hands of enemy coun- 
trics or potential enemy countries who 
would use the Information to discover 
who the agents were, and kill them. 

To my certain knowledge, in a certain 
area, net many years ago three food 
Americans who wore trying to serve their 
Government by finding out whether the 
intentions of another government were 
Strictly honorable were liquidated. The 
™mecn were detected and killed. What the 
bill does is to seck to keep their names 
and identities out of the normal account- 
ing channels, so-that they cannot be 
picked up through the promiscuous dis- 
Semination of information. That {s the 
principal point in the bill, 

I shall not ask for its immediate con- 
sideration. I know there are some Sen- 
ators, one of whom is my good friend 
and coileague, the Senator from North 
Dakota, who wants more time to look 
into it. But I wanted to make this brief 
explanation, so that Senators would have 


in mind what fs in the bill as they con-. 


Sider it and read it in the future. I shall 
be very glad to yield, within the tima 
limit that is left to me, to answer, if I 
can, any question any Senator may de- 
sire to raise. :

Mr. MARTIN. Mr. President, I rise to 
express commendation and my personnel 
appreciation of tne sound action taken by 
Philip Murray and the exccutive commit- 
tee of the CIO in recent days. I refer to 
the forthrignt drive to rid that great 
Jabor organization of the Communist 
taint In the leadership of some of its 
unions. 

The CIO has never been on my side. 
In fact, it has been one of the most 
active of my political opponents. 

For my paré, I have found fault with 
the CIO many times. For years I have 
cemanded that it purge itself of the 
Commiunist-card carriers and the fellow 


travelers who have had such great influ- - 


ence in its activities. And for years, pe- 
cause cf this demand, some members of 
the CIO have called me a wide variety 
of names—none of them pleasant. 

I have also criticized the rule-or-ruin 
tactics of the CIO, its insistence that 
public oficiais take care of it first, ahead 
of the welfare of the public as a whole, 
I shall ‘always object to such. tactics, 
- whether they come from labor, industry, 

politics, or from any other source, include 
{ng the Federal bureaucrats. 

But when Philip Murray and his CIO 
do a fine and courageous thing, even 
though pelatedly, I feel that they should 
be commenced and congratulated. 

“I hesitated for several days to make 
this stetement on the ficor of the Senate. 
I believed it snould and would come from 
the CIO's friends in the Senate, those 
who have backed its activities, and who 
in turn have been the beneficiaries of 
PAC votes. 

But, oddly enough, none of them has 
come forward on this floor to laud that 
organization for its increasingly success= 
ful fight to get rid of the foul fumes of 
communism which pervade some sections 
of the Cio.

xX went to remind the Senate that 
Philip Murray, national president of the 


CIO and of its steelworkers, is a Penn-. 


sylvanian. He is a former coal miner of 
my State: in fact, he worked in the coal 
mines of Washington County, my own 
home counmiy. He rose to his present 
eminence by hard work.and full use of 
his intelligence. He is and always has 
“been strongiy anti-Communist. 

What is new and important js that 
finaily he has been able to rally enough 
other leaders of his organization to make 
the drive which is presently succeeding. 

Mr. President, I commend to the 
United States Genate the actlon of the 
CLO board, which met here In Washing- 
ton the other day and made clear that it 
will no longer tolerate Communists and 
Communist sympathizers in hish places 


It is appropriate also at this time to 
suggest similar action by those bureau- 
crats who, willfully or otherwise, have 
closed their eyes to the dangers of comn- 
munism in this country.

I say that for 
the reason that it is important that our 
military authorities be completely ad- 


‘vised {n regard to what is taking place in 


the world, so that they raay constantly 
make an estimation of the probable dan- 
fers which eventually may confront our 
country, and of how they may deal with 
them. 

_ The bill relates entirely to matters 
‘external to the United Siates; it has 
nething to do with internal America. 
It relates to the gathering of facts and 
information beyond the borders of the 
United States. It has no application to 
the Comestvic scene in any manner, shape, 
or form. ‘ : 

The work to which the bill relates fs 
dangerous work. In many localities 
where representatives of our Govern- 
ment may go in quest of information, if 
they are cetected they are likely to pay 


for their adventuresome spirit with their 


very lives. I should say it fs not im- 
probable—and I am measuring my 
words—that many men working for our 
government already have paid the su- 
preme sacrifice in aliempting to gather 


information of e nature vital to our: 


country. Particulariy when our soldiers 
are stationed abroad in such goodly num~ 
bers in many countries, and where there 


are at times the possibilities of conflict, it, 


is important that a variety of useful In- 
formation be assemb!ed, in case of need— 
not that we are going to use it to make 
war, but so that we may use ft in the 
event war is made upon us, $0 as to save 
the lives of citizens of our country and 
even the lives of civillans who are not 


eltizens of our country, bub wno mich. 


be In the path of a condict in which our 


wn. troops might evantually be engaged. . 


This bul has the approval of the State 
Department and of the TDenartrnent of

Mz. SALTONSTALL. Mr. President, 
Will the Senator yield? . 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield to the Senator 
from Massachusetts. . 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. As one who fol- 
lowed tite Dill very closely last year and 
was in charee of it, there is but one 
thought on which I think the Senator 
might enlarge somewhat. This Intelli- 
gence agency docs ho work at all within 
the continental United States, except to 
assimilate information it receives elsce 
where. Is not that correct? 

Mr. TYDINGS. The Senator is com- 
pletely correct. There is not a single 
agent ci this intelligence agency work- 
ing within the United States in any form 
of espionage, Cirectly or indirectly. It is 
purely and completely and wholly and 

_singiy in the external or forcian field. It 
has no connection with the PBI, it is not 
under the FRI, it does not do the same 
Kind of werk asthe FBI. Its sole effort is 

. Outside tie United States. 

My. SALTONSTALL. Am TI correct in 
Saying that it does not interfere with 
the FBI in any way, shane, or manner? 

My. TYDINGS. That is correct. It 
does not interfere with it in the slightest 
degree. 
Xf not, I do not desire to hold the floor, 
but I hope the debate will not be too 
greatly extended, that we may draw the 
issue, whatever it is, and have the Senate 
on record, and I hope, with overwhelm- 
ing supporr. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The bill is 
open to amendment.

So, Mr. President, we have a situation 
in America wherein the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a bili without having 
full and detailed information of the pra- 
visions of the bill, without, as a matter of 
fact, Enowing exactly what the purpose 
of the bill was, and so far as I know—— 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 


Mr. LANGER. I deciine to yield at this - 


time. A little bit later, I shall be glad 
to yield to the Sonator. Isay that so far 
as I know, it is the first time in the his- 
tory either of the House or of the Senate 
that any report contained the statement: 

The report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of all of the provisions 
of the proposed legislation in view of the 
fact that much of such information is of 
highly confidential nature. 


Mr. President, I ask every Senator, if 
he will, to compare the House report 
with Loe Senate report. It will be found 
that they are almost identical, with the 
exception of the three or four lines which 
I have just quoted. In other words, in 
the House there were a few Representa- 
tives who objected to the bil. By read- 
ing the proceedings of the House yes- 
terday {t became apparent that those 
Representatives resented the fact that 
they were asked to vote for a bill which 
had not been reported to them in its 
entirety, a bill as to which there was 
some secret, confidential information 
they had not obtained. The result was 
that when the Senate Committce on 
Armed Services submitted its report 
those four Ines were climinated. 

What did Reprosen CELLER, 
cnalrmaan of the House Committce on 
the Judiciary, say about the bill? Iread 
from tiie debate in the House, on Mareh 
7, at page 1935, Mr. Crctisr's statement: 

Mr. Speaker, although I do not like the 
hush-hush business surroundicg this bill, I 
shall not oppose it. Certainly if the mem- 
bers ox the Armed Forces Committee can 
hear the detalled Information to support this 
bill, why cannot our entire membership? 
Are they the Brahmins and we the untouch- 
abies? Secrecy is the answer, What is secret 
about the membership of an entire commit- 
tee hearing the lurid reasons? In Wash- 
tugton three men can kecp a secret 1% two 
men dle. It is lixe the old lady who said, 
“I can keep a secret but the people I tell it 
to, cannot.” 

I must counter the remarks of the previous 
speaker. We have in the blil this very sige 
nificant language “for permanent residence 
without rezard to their inadmisstbllity under 
the immigration or any other laws or regu- 
lations.” 

In the frst place, if there had not been 
@ closed rule, I would have made the point 
oz order to strike out this provision because 
it Is exclusively within tho province of the 
Commiittce on ths Judiciary and is not the 
business of the Committce on Armed Serve 
ices. The Committee on Armed Services 
has notalng to do with immizration.

Mr, President, I wish to invite atten- 
tion to section 8 of the bill. I may add 
that I shall ofier an amendment to strike 
ous section 8 That section reads as 
foliows: 

Whenever the Director and tho At- 
torney General shail cetermine that tho 
entry of a particular alien into the United 
Staws for permanent residence is in the ine 
terest of national security on essentials to the 
furtherance of the national intelligence mise 
sion, such alien and his immediate family 
shall be given entry into the United States 

.for permanent residence without regard to 
their inadniissibility under the Immigration 

. OF any other laws and regulations, or to tha 
failure to comply with such laws and regula- 
tions pertaining to admissibility: Provided, 
That the number of aliens and members of 
their immediate families entering the United 
States wncer the authority of this section 
shail tn no case exceed 100 persons io any 1 
&seal year, 


What fs the situation, Mr. President? 
Two men, the Attormcy Gencral and the 

irector, can set aside the entire immi- 
gration laws of the United States, Al- 
ready there ara five or six million aliens 
in this country. Already the Attorney 
Gencral and the Director of Immigration 
have advised our committee that they 
cannot fnd them all in order to get rid 
of them. We have had an example of 
kings, queens, princes, counts, dukes, and 
what not, chasing over to England, and 
oi the existence of governments in exile 
there. 
to the United States. King Peter of 
Yugoslavia was riding In Connecticut, 
going at the rate of 70 or 80 miles an 
hour, when he was arrested for speeding 
and endangering the lives of persons 
glong the highway. He claimed ime 
munity. xte said, “I cannot be arrested.” 
The police of the State of Connecticut 
released him. <A few nights later he was 
in « place in New York called the Stork 
Club. I discussed this incident with my 
distinguished friend from Maryland. He 
said he was thoroughly familiar with the 
Storx Cluo.. It so happens that I am 
not familiar with it. I donot know how 
large a place it is, but it seems they have 
certain favorite tabies in that club. At 
any event, when the cx-King of Yugo- 
slavia dropped in, he was not given the 
best table. He was given what he 
thought was a second-best table. So he 
started 2 rumpus, and, as I remember, 
the police were sent for and the manager 
of the Stork Club stood firm and said he 
would not take the table away from the 
people who occupied it and give it to the 
so-called Ming of Yugoslavia. 

‘There is nothing to prevent all the ex- 
crown princes and persons of so-called 
Dlue blocd or royai blood, with whose 
names Iam not familiar, but whom my 
Gistinguished friend from Maryland 
knows by heart--he Knows some of them 
py their first names, I found in discuss- 
fng the matter with him—there is noth- 
ing to prevent thelr coming in at any 
time. ‘Tuey do not have to enter as other 
{ndividuals do. All they have to do is to 
ret the Atterney General and the Direc- 
tor to sav, “Come on in.” They do not

Already some have chased over — 
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passed Im order to protect citizens of 
the United States. 

When this bil was tefore the House, 
another Representative had much to say 
about {6 Before I take that up, I reseat 
what I have already said, L intend to offer 
an amendment to eliminate section d. 7f 
the proponenis of the bill want section 8, 
if they want to have the power to let a 
hundred people come into the United 
States, and if they are people who for 
national security reasons should come in, 
I have not any cojection to having a 
separate bill introduced and presented 
to the proper committee, and with proper 
saieguards we can sce that people wha 
will nelp the United States can get into 
our country in 24 hours, as the report 
made by the Committee on Armed Ser- 
vices says they want the laty to be. 

Why stick in this section 8? It is stuck 

into a bill where it has absolutely no 
rignt to be. It is stuck into a bill wnich 
deals with contracts, into a bill which 
provides that the Director of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency may make con- 
tracts involving up io $1,000, that he can 
buy things in an emergency, and ali that 
sort of thing. Then cut of a clear sky 
hey stick in section 8, providing that 
100 peopie may be admitted without re- 
gard to the immigration laws of cur 
country. 

Mr. President, both the distinguished 
Senator from Mfassachusetts and the dis- 
tinguished Senator from Maryland a few 
moments ago stated that this bill had 
nothing to do with the internal affairs of 
this country at al, that it dealt only 
with territory outside the continental 
United States. Let me read subdivision 
(B) on page 7: 

Walle in the continental United States on 
leave, the service of any oticer or employes 
shall be availavie for work or duties in tho 
agency or cisewhere, but the tlme of such 
work or duties shatl not be counted as leave. 


The Senater from Maryland says 
that what is provided for in the bill is 
being done now, that the Navy and the 
Army and other branches of our Gcovern- 
ment have thousands of these people. I 
have not the least objection to taking all 
of them and putting them under the Cen- 
tral Intelligence. I have not any objec- 
tion at all to that beulngs done, and the 
cost to our texpayers being reduced, pro- 
vided the peopie co their work outside 
this country, just as was alleged a few 
moments ago by the distinguished Sena- 
tor from Maryiand is being done. 

Mr.TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator from North Dakota yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield to the Senator 
from Maryland. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I share the Senator's 
concern, and I am glad he wants to be 
reassured in reference to this matter. 
But let me corract the Senator. I never 
said that the Army and the Navy had 


‘thousands of men engaged in this service. 


So far as I know, the Army and Navy 
have no one engaged in it, 

To come down to the point the Sen- 
ator raises as to paragraph (B) on page 
7, that will apply only when the agents 
are brought back for reorientation, to 
be toid what thelr new tesks shell be. 
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called to Washington and assigned to a 
new task, given training in the new tisk, 
and then sent out. They do no work in 
the United States, but they do have to 
come back to be indoctrinated into all 
the difficulties which will confront them 
when they take up a now task, Thi.t is 
the only purpose. 
Iknow the Senator may not agree with 
ne, but he knows LT would not deceive him 
in any sense of the word as to this bill 
or any other matter, and I can assure 
him, after thorough Investigation, inat 
none of these agents will work at a'l in 
the United States. The only time ihey 
will Go anything here is when they ecme, 
either on leave to visit their families. or 
come back, if they are changing their 
stations, to be reindoctrinated. 
Mr, LANGER. The Senator said hat 


-the Army and the Navy had non: af 


these people here, yet he told us not nalf 
an hour ago that all the wark that is ron- 
templated by the bill is belng performed 
here now by agencies. What are tose 
agencies? 

’ Mr. TYDINGS. It fs being performed 
by the Central Intelligence Agency, 
which is a branch of the National S.ccu- 
rity Council. It works under the Na- 
tional Security Council. It advises the 
President, 

Mo. LANGER. The Senator krows 
that we have a Naval Intelligence. and 
he knows we have a Military Intchigcace. 

Mr. TYDINGS. If the Senator will 
permit me to cémplete my answer, he 
has gotten the two things confused, un- 
derstandably. Army Intelligence ceals 
primarily with logistics. We know how 
large a certain army is, we know how 
large.a certain navy is, we know how 


Many airplanes another country has, 


we know how many trucks he has. Na- 
val Intelligence deals primarily with na- 
vies, or the logistics of moving or cval-~ 
ing with armaments in the hands of a 
possible enemy. The orranizatior we 
are here concerned with is primarily es- 
tablished to find out whaf the inte:iticn 
of a possible enemy is, what he is Going, 
what he fs concealing, his movements, 
what the people in the foreign covniry 
think and assorted information of irc- 
jJnendous value on a military planc 

There are none of these agents who 
work in the United States, I hop: the 
Senator will take my word for that. We 
went inte that subject very thorou:rhly 
in the committee, and all this wo-k is 
completely outside the United States, 
except for the indoctrination which 
must take place whenever an agent is 
sent into a, new field. 

Let us suppose an agent is being sent 
to Country X. He has to be told what 
he is to do in Country X, he has +o be 
told what the customs gre in Country 
X, he has to be furnished with a voricty 
of information so that. he can ‘vork 
there unobserved and obtain informa- 
tion, and, to tell the truth, so thet he 
will not be killed, as in some cases men 
have been killed. The renson why chere 
must be secrecy is that we da not want 
men to lose their Nves, and I regret to 
tell the Senator from North Dakota that 
some men have already lost thrir lees 
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’ yegrethily, and we want to make pro- 
vision so that others will not Jose their 
-lives. 

When men undertake this character 
ol works, thoy taxe it on the understand- 
ing that they may not come back, be- 
cause in some cases when they are 
caucht they are put to death. We might 


as well say that on the foor of the Sen- - 


ate. We are dealing with the lives of 
men who are in this service, and for 
that reason there has to be a great deal 
of Secrecy thrown around the work. 

Mz. LANGER. Mr. President, I repeat 
whatl Seid at the beginning of my argu- 
ment, that I agree fully, completely, en- 
tirely, absolutely, and wholly with the 
desire to protect the lives of these peo- 
ple working for our Government, I be- 
Neve in national security. 

Let me read what Mr. Sasscer said 
about the purposes of the bill in the 
House of Representatives. I read from 
his statement: 

Mr. Sceaker, H. R. 2663 Ss a bill to provide 
for the atministration of the Central In- 
telligence Agency. There have been some 
misconceptions as to its purposes. For this 
reason, T would ise toa Make certain broad 
statements concerning the bill and its pur- 
poses before. discussing it in detall.

undertaxen in this line of activity dur- 
ing the war, and I have perhaps heard 
more of the ramifications of this service 
than any other man in Congress, be- 
cause I had the good fortune to sit at 
the feet of this particular individual, and 
I have heard him tell many things that 
happened, and the difficulties en- 
countered.

It may be the 
Senator's son or my son or someone else’s 
son who ‘gs dependent upon the infor- 
mation which the Central Intelligence 
Agency will assemble for the protection 
of our troops, 

Mr, LANGER. Mir. President, we are 
mot at war at the present time. Repre+ 
sentative Czitza yields to no man in 
patriotism. I have known “Manny” 
CrLLER for over 30 years. For 24 years 
he has been a Member of the House, 
For 24 years ne has been a member of 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
House. When “Manny” Cznier says 
there ought. to be safeguards placed in 
the iaw before 100 aliens are permitted 
to come into the country, I take the word 
of Representative Cetter, the chairman 
of the House Committee on the Judiciary, 
He is an outstanding patriot. He is an 
honest. gentleman, with a world of 
experience.

4 against the bil. Let me say to the 
Senator that if this had been an immi- 
gration matter per se Mr. CeLLer would 
have secured 343 votes in supzort of his 
pos‘tion, and only 4 votes would have 
been against his position. This is not 
an immigration matter. It has nothing 
to do with immizration per se. This {fs 
asylum for military azents who are wark- 
ing for the United States, and who are 
xaced with death if they are caught. We 
simply tell them in advance that if the 
Director who employs them, and the At- 
torney General, wha is dsteched from the 
Director, approves it, {f they are detected 
and their lives are in danger they may 
come into the United States, After that, 
they are just the same as anyone else. 
They have no immunities or privileges, 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, the ar- 
gument that this bill has nothing to do 
with immigration Is the sheerest non- 
sense. Again I quote Mr. Cetrer. At 
the end of his talx he said: 

I have spoxen briefly ta advise the Armed 
Services Committee to stick to its own knit- 
ting. When immigration fs invoived, let the 
proper committee be consulted—the Judl- 
eclary Committee. 


That is the statement of 2 man who 
has been a Member of the House for 24 
years. 

Mr. President, I invite attention to 
page 7 of the bill, subparagraph (B), 
which reads as fo.tows:

Mr. LANGER, If that be true’ would 
the distinguished Senator be willing to 
accept an amendment in line 4 on page 7, 
aiter the word “shall” to insert the word 
“not” and strixe cut Hines 6 and 7? 

ir. TYDINGS. Will the Senator read 
the language as it would then be?

Mr. TYDINGS. I would eccept that 
amendment with one qualification, and 
that fis that they can recelve training 
here.

Mr. TYDINGS. Let me tell the Sen- 
ator how that foolish idea originated. 
Let us assume that a laboring man is 
a part of this organization, and that we 
wank to send him over to Germany, for 
example. 
German. He may never have had any 
affiliation with a labor union. He is go- 
ing to associate with men both in and out 
of lator unions. Obviously he would 
nave to be sent where Jabor unions meet 
and discuss questions, and where they act, 
so that he could get the feel of the situa- 


- tion, and so that he would not be like a 


gore thumb sticking out when he reached 
a foreign country. He would need to 
Enow the techniques, the lingo, the 
habits, and so forth, of those who are 
labor-urnion men, in order that he might 
be an eSicient, undisclosed officer gatn- 
ering information, without any ldea on 
the parz of those who would give it, that 
the information was being imparted to 
our Government. 

Mr. LANGER. I fully agree with what 
the Gistinguished Senator says. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I do not believe that 
the Senator can improve very much on 
tha bill The very questions which he 
hes brougnt up have been thoroughly 
carnv2sseq and considered by the com- 
mittee. The exact language which we 
have accepted has been adopted as safe- 
guarding our internal affairs while giving 
the widest scope to the agents in the 
externai fed.

We have been all over 
this question in great detail, Witnesses 
have been interrogated at great length.

Neither has Mr. CrLier, 
He cid not attend one of the hearings— 
and properly so, because he was not sup- 
pesed to attend them. : 

Mr, LANGER. The Senator’s argu- 
ment sounds very strange to me, after 
the experiences which I have had on 


committees. For example, take the pay 
bil. After more than a month of hear- 


ings last year, although the distinguished 
Senator from Maryland and some of his 
colleagues were not present at the hear- 
nus, they offered amendment after 
amencment. What is there sacred about 
this bill, that it cannot be amended?

Doubtless few Senators on the ficor have 
the same fear of military fascism that 
I heve; I doubt whether they have. I 
know that very few of us seem greatly 
concerned that 34 percent of all our 
taxes, all of our reventes, goes to the 
Pentagon Building. To me that is a 
very disturbing thing. 

Perhaps I am entirely wrong; perhaps 
T do not comprenend the significance and 
effect of the merding legislation, but as 
I understand we are setving up in this 
country a military gestapo. I recall very 
well an argument made in this Chamber 
by the late Senator Norris, of Nebraska, 
away back in 19:0. It impressed me 
Geenly. He was arguing against the

with what the Senator said in ais refer- 
ences to the FBI, because I think the 
FBI has been a splendid organization, 
which has made a tremendous contrinu- 
ticn to check erime and I smould not 
want to do anything to curtail its opera- 
tion.

RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENT POLICY 


Mr. MALONE. Mr. President, when 
the 1934 Trade Agreements Act comes 
before the Senate for the proposed S-year 
extension, I intend to oer the flexible 
imnort-fee bill, which lam today placing 
before this body as a substitute policy, 
Task unanimous consent to introduce the 
flexinte import-fee bill, and to have it 
printed In the body of the Recoxo. The 
flexible import-fee principle establishes 
a clear-cut American policy which would 
provide a definite basis for cooperation 
among the nations of th world and 2 
definite market for foreign goods in tis 
country. 

SHE VHREZ-PART “FREZ TAAGZ' PROGRAM 

As & result of the acministration’s 
three-part “free trade” program, under 
which we are openty encouraging a large 
{increase in imports from the European 
countries and urging them to become 
self-sumcient within and among tnhem- 
selves and to manipulate the price of 
their currency for trade advantage— 
many believe that this Nation is heading 
into a serious depression. 

PALE TRADE AND UNEMPLOYMENT 

It is reported that there are more than 
4,600,600 uneraployed at this time and 
probabiy in excess of 10,009,000 partially 
unemployed in this country due princi- 
pally to actual and threatened imports 
of products from the low-wage standard 
of living European and Asiatic nations. 

DEFINITE MAARKCT FOR FOREIGN GOODS 


Under the proposal of the fiexible ime 
port fee adjustment of rates, 2 definite 
maricet basis is established in the United 
States for the goods of all foreign na- 
tions, but they are the judges of their 
own ving standards, However, uncer 
such a provision they would be ca- 
couraged to raise their wage living 
standards because they would immedi- 
ately get credit by a corresponding re- 
duction in the tariff or import fee, and 
when their standards of living approxi- 
mated our own, then the objective of free 
trade would be an almost automatic and 
immediate result, Butin the meantime, 
our wage standard of living would be 
protected. 

FLEXIBLE IMPORT FEE VERSUS “FREE TRacr” 


This principle is In direct contrast to 
the free trade program of the State 
Department, and all subterfuge, includ- 
ing a manipulation of their currency 
yaiues and selling under actual costs by 
such foreign governments to crowd an- 
other nation’s products out of the for- 
cign markets, including our Own—as evi- 
cenced by a New York Times dispatch 
dated May 21 of this year—will be auto- 
matically stopped by the adoption of the 
fiextole import fee principle.

SCOPE OF TIZLD WORK

FIRST QUARTER IMPORTS

Gress our distinguished colleague, the 
gentleman from Maine [Mr. Fstiows] 
introduced legislation which had the 
purpose of giving each body the au- 
thority to review tne action taken by 
the Attorney General, but did not make 
t incumbent on the House as well as the 
Senate to act affirmatively. The House 
of Representatives at this sessicn passed 
practically the same bill. In an informal 
conference attended by the ranking 
members of both sices oz the Committee 
on the Judiciary, it was agreed that 
either body would have the authority to 
odject to the Attorney Gereral’s ruling 
put that neither body would be obliged 
to act affirmatively, The Senate is 
adamant in its position, bus my Dill, 
H. RB. 3875, similar to the Fellows bill 
of last year, is now pencing in the Senate 
Commitice on the Judiciary. Recently 
I suggested a compromise amendment 
to this bill and I sincercly hope that 
the other body will bring about its early 
passage, thus helping to break the log- 
jam. We want ts retain the power to 
object to the Attorney Generai’s rulings, 
but the House does not want ta be obli- 
gated to act affirmatively on nearly 2,000 
cases per session. Certainly it seems ta 
me that Members of Congress, both of 
the House and Senate, should know what 
the real situation is.

Mr. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker, I yield 
myself 8 minutes, 

The SPEAKER. The gentleman from 
Maryland is recognized. 

Mr. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker, H. R. 
2663 is a bill to provide for the admin- 
istration of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. There have been some mis- 
conceptions as to its purposes. For this 
reason, I would like to make certain 
broad statements concerning the bill and 
its purposes before discussing it in de- 
tail. 

The Central Intelligence Agency was 
established as a successor to the Central 
Intelligence Group, under the provisions 
of section 102 of the National Security 
Act of 1947. This section sets out the 
functions of the Agency. It should be 
. pointed out at once that H. R. 2663, 
which we are now considering, does not 
alter or add to these functions in any 
way. It simply provides for the admin- 
istrative implementation of the func- 
tions which the Congress has already 
seen fit to give to the Agency. 

Secondly, it should be pointed out that 
CIA functions exclusively under the pow- 
ers granted it by the National Security 
Act of 1947 and not under any Executive 
order whatsoever, 

Thirdly, with one or two exceptions to 
which your attention will be drawn, 
there is no authority in this proposed 
bill which at some time or other has not 
been granted to some other agency of 
the Government or which some other 
agencies are not now utilizing through 
their own implementing legislation. The 
reason why the hearings have been held 
in executive session, and why a certain 
amount of secrecy has been utilized in 
connection with this bill, is that the dis- 
cussions with the members of CiA who 
appeared before the committee went in- 
to the operational background of the 
Agency. Naturally, operational details 
cannot be talked about in public for they 
go to the very heart of CIA’s activities, 
Bear in mind, however, that the CIA is 
prohibited by law from any internal 
security functions. It deals only in the 
field of foreign intelligence. 

This bill which we are now consider- 
ing with one cifference was introduced 
into the second session of the Elghtieth 
Coneress last year, and was unanimously 
approved by the Armed Services Com- 
mittees both in theA eyed Fag 
after detailed hearings. ‘The bill itself 
passed the Senate on the last day of the 
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session, but due to the last minute pres-. 
sure of business could not be called up 
in the House. After most careful con- 
sideration, the present measure has 
again been unanimously approved, first 
by a subcommittee and then by the full 
Armed Services Committee in the House. 

As I have said, its purposes are admin- 
istrative, and its provisions break dawn 
into four main categories. In the first 
place, the Agency seeks to avail itself 


of the benefits of the Armed Services- 


Procurement Act of 1947 so that it may 


Secondly, in connection with the sections 
dealing with foreign travel and similar 


allowances, the Agency, in availing ite - 


self of many of the provisions of the For- 
eign Service Act of .1946, is seeking to 
build up a career service in the intelli- 
gence field second to none. A second-best 
intelligence service is almost as bad as 
none at all. Within the framework of 
existing Government laws and salaries, 
we are seeking to place CIA on @ career 
basis, particularly for those of its em- 
ployees who may spend a large portion 
of their career on foreign assignment 
Thirdly, we are supplying tHe Agency, by 
this bill, with certain general adminis- 
trative authorities which are needed. 
Finally, we are supplying the Agency with 
appropriations language to which thelr 
budget and fiscal employees, as well as 
those of the Gereral Accounting office, 
may look in the auditing of the Agency’s 
expenses. 

In broad terms, therefore, H. R. 2663 
seeks to assist this country in the build- 
ing up and development of a career for- 
eign intelligence service, and to free the 
Agency from certain restrictions so that 
it may operate as a mature intelligence 
service must operate. : 

Section 1 of this bill merely contains 
certain very basic definitions of terms 
used in the act. 


Section 2 authorizes a seal of office for - 


the Agency, and provides that judicial 
notice shall be taken thereof. From time 
to time it has been necessary for CIA ta 
produce records in court. For example, 
the records of the monitoring of foreign 
propaganda broadcasts in their posses~ 
sion have included recordings of the 
speeches made from Germany by Douglas 
Chandler and Robert Best. These re- 
cordings were the basis of the recent 
convictions of these two men for their 
treasonable activities during the late 
war. In order that authenticated copies 
of such material can be submitted when 
called for ji court, a seal is necessary of 
which the court can take judicial notice. 


Section 3 of the bill authorizes the- 


Agency to utilize certain of the authori- 
ties granted the armed services in the 
Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947, 
The main features of this law which are 
being extended to the CIA are in the 
field of negotiation for contracts without 
advertising. The general ceiling, for 
which contracts can be negotlated with- 
out advertising today is $100. The 
Armed Services Procurement Act raises 
this ceiling to $1,000, and it is being ex- 
tended to include CIA contracts up to 


advertising where public exigency will 
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not admit of delay, where it is im -ac- 
ticable to secure competition. and for 
supplies or services the nature of which - 
should not be publicly disclosed. It. 
stands to reason that certain of the tech- ~ 
nical equipment which this Agency must. 
utilize may be made only by or.e firm for 
reasons of security, and certainly someof | 
this equipment should not be openly ad- 
vertised for. Therefore, it seeras only 


proper that these authorities which the © 


Congress has already extended to the 


_ armed services should be further ex- 
utilize the most up-to-date procurement | 


facilities in connection with its activities. © 


fended to CIA. The remaincer of this 
section sets faxth the applicable p-ovi- 
sions of the Procuremerit Act regarding -

tracts that can be made, damases, joint 
procurement, delegations af authorities 


_ and limitations thereon. 


Section 4 of the bil} authorizes the 
Agency to assign its personnel to schools 
for special instruction and training. and 


to pay the cost of such tuition ami exe . - 


penses. ‘This will permit the Ageacy to 
send selected employees. to such senaals 
as the National War Colleg2, advance’ 
courses in international relations end re= 
lated fields, refresher co-rses jn lanyuage 
fields, and special training courses, 

Section 5 of the bill presents one of {ts 
roost important features irom a career 
standpoint. Virtually all of ihe provi- 
sions of this section have been taen di- 
rectly from similar provisions in the For- 
eign Service Act of 1946. It provides for 
the payment of travel expense: jer the 
employees of the Agency ani for the 
members of their families wher proceed~ 
ing to posts of duty abroad, snd from 
post to post abroad. It previces for 
their being returned to the United titates 
with their families on statutory home 
leave after 2 years of continuous service 
abroad. 

It must be reemphusized thas these 
provisions are not new Cepartures c-eated 
for CIA, but dre merely extencing: to the 
Agency the best featurss of other career 


services in the Governr.ent. This section 


also provides for the hospitalization and 
medical care af the Agency's fidl-time 
employees abroad, and includes pro~ 
visions for the periodic?! physical exami-. 
nation of all of the emnloyees on foreign 
posts. | 

Certain general administrative pro- 
visions are granted to the Agency. most 
of which are similer to «cautharities 


‘granted to ather agetcies of the Gov- 


ernment at one time or another, cr which 
deal with the security af the Azencv’s op- 
erations. Far instance, there ars pro- 
visions permitting the arming of couriers 
and guards carrying confidential docu- 
ments. Specific authority is aeeded to 
override State statutes which prohibit 
the carrying of firearms wiithcui. special 
licenses. Such a statute is in existence 
for the PBI, and the armed services have 
always been allowec to arm officer 
courters. 

Section 8 of the proposed bill contains 
# provision which will permit the entry 
of 160 aliens into the United States for 
permanent residence. This will be ex- 
plained more fully by my «distinguished

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involves @ time factor. Time is of the 
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essence, and should these péople be re- 
quired to go through the many pro- 
cedures of obtaining visas, having photo- 
graphs taken, and filing applications— 
they would be dead before taking their 
second step. In certain areas of the 
world such persons can only contact an 
American once. This section permits 
quick action to save the lives of persons 
of high intelligence value to the United 
States. 

Finally we have provided in this bill 
some basic appropriations language to 
which the Government Accounting Office 
and the budget and fiscal offices of the 
Agency can look in the expenditure of 
funds. Much of this language is neces- 
sary, for without it the expenditure of 
funds for the purposes set forth herein 
cannot be allowed. In addition, we have 
provided the legal basis for the granting 
to the Agency authority for the spending 
of those unvouchered funds which the 
Appropriations Committee of the House 
will earmark, and without which there 
can be no successful operation of an in- 
telligence service. 

For the reasons I have set forth, I urge 
the passage of this bill. Above all, it will 
allow this country to continue and in- 
crease the successful operation of its 
foreign intelligence, upon which some day 
the security of this country and our very 
lives may well depend. 

Mr. DONDERO. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yieid?

Mr. DONDERO. Willit affect the per- 
sonnel of our American military govern- 
ment in Germany?

Mr. CELLER. Mr. Speaker, will the

mean to imply that immigration restric- 
tions built up over the years are not sus- 
pended by this bill? 

Mr. SASSCER. They are suspended 


for 100 aliens on the basis of their po- 


tential news value for security purposes 
and not for the purpose of general immi- 


_gration laws. 


The SPEAKER. The time of the gen- 
tleman from Maryland has again expired. 
- Mr. DURHAM. 
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Mr. CELLER. Mr. Speaker, although 
I do not like the hush~hush business sur- 
rounding this bill, I shall not oppose it. 
Certainly if the members of the Armed 
Forces Committee can hear the detailed 
information to support this bill, why can- 
not our entire membership? Are they 
the Brahmins and we the untouchables? 
Secrecy is the answer. What is secret 
about the membership of an entire com- 
mittee hearing the lurid reasons? In 
Washington three men can keep a secret 
iftwo men die. It is like the old lady who 
said, “I can keep a secret but the people 
I tell it to, cannot.” 

I must counter the remarks of the pre- 
vious speaker, We have in the hill this 
very significant language “for permanent 
residence without regard to their inad- 
missibility under the immigration or any 
other laws or regulations.” 


In the first place, if there had not been. 


a closed rule, I would have made the point 
of order to strike out this provision be- 
cause it is exclusively within the province 


of the Committee on the Judiciary and is . 


not the business of the Committee on the 
Armed Services. The Committee on the 
Armed Services has nothing to do with 
immigration. Now this provision I have 
read throws out the window, at the dis- 
cretion of the Director mentioned in this 
bill and the Attorney General, all the 
legislative immigration restrictions that 
we have built up over the years. It 
throws them to the winds, and if the At- 
torney General and the Director wish to 
admit Facists, Communists, Hitler sad- 
ists, morons, moral perverts, syphilitics, 
or lepers, they can do it. I think the 
House ought to know what it is legislat- 
ing about, and I think, in a measure, this 
indicates how the cold war is unhinging 


the nerves of some of our high military - 


authorities. The secrecy, especially the 
brand we are treated to, is ridiculous. 
Secondly these immigration privileges 
are badly conceived. If you want to give 
this authority to the military, all right, 
.but-I think we should know what we are 
doing and whither we are going. The 
military is not infallible. Witness the 
situation of the charges levied by the 


Inilitary intelligence against ome Agnes. 


Smedley recently, that she was a Com- 
-Mnunist, or a Russian spy, and instead of 
retracting when they found they were in 
_error, they simply admitted a faux pas, 


The military is indeed not infallible. On. 


.the question of immigration they are 
given carte blanche, willy-nilly, to admit 

-100 persons under this particular provi- 
sion which should be stricken from the 
bill or, if it is not stricken, certain safe- 
.guards should have been added. 


I have spoken briefly to advise the.

telligence mission, that alien and his 
family shall be given entry without re- 
gard to their admissibility under she im~ 
migration laws and revulations. Che 
number of persons whe can come: into 
the country under this provision is iim- 
ited to 100 persons in any one year. 
Let me emphasize that wha. i3 being. 
waived are the laws resarding the ad- 
missibility of an alien into this country, 
but no laws are being waived regarding 
his conduct once he is here. The alien 
must live up te every lew of the United 
States just as every other alien raust do, 
and failure to do so Will lead to his de- 
portation for cause. What is tar pur- 
pose of this section? Briefly, it is this. 
There are many people all over the world 
who believe in this courtry and what it 
stands for implicitly. Many of them are 
living in police states. Some of them 
may have formerly been highly plaerd in 
the service of their government. ‘ome 
of them may even be there now. ilany 
of them have important. inteliisene+ ine 
formation to make available to this coun- 
try, and such information may ke of 


‘vital importance to our neticnm:) se- 


curity and ot policies. These people, ~ 
be they soldiers or statesmen or scien- 
tists, can only approach a representative 
of America once. If they are <cen talk- 
ing with an American, .6 may mean the 
concentration camps, sr in sane in- 
stances death itself. There is na time 
here to get visas and fll out «he jorms 
require.

United States Congress and its policy of 
reviving fascism and preparing a new 
world war. It is interesting to note that 
the Moscow radio picks up and endorses 
this protest almost as soon as the come 
mittee itself has received the telegram. 
The people who will enter this country 
under this provision are not spies. They 
are defactors from the totalitarian state. 
They are people whose love of democ- 
racy Is so great that at the risk of their 
lives they come to representatives of the 
United States to give them information 
which will help the west and the United 
‘States survive. 

I believe the well-known radio com- 
mentator, Edward R. Murrow, very 
neatly summed up the purpose of this 
section in his broadcast of March 4, in 
which he stated, and I quote: 

This {s essentially an underground rail- 
road for first-class passengers only, up to 100 
a year. It will be confined to people of the 
hizhest caliber, morally and mentally, who 
have to get out of their own countries on 
short notice or face arrest, torture, or exe= 
eution, people whose background, informa- 
tion, and services are so valuable to us that 
it would not be safe to keep them for any 
prolonged length of time even in countries 
of western Europe. 


Mr. Speaker, the dearest thing we can 
give these aliens is admission to this 
country, and that is what your com- 
mittee proposes. 

As en essential weapon for the suc- 
cessful operation of this country’s for- 
e'gn Intelligence Service, and after the 
most serious and searching considera- 
tion, your committee has endorsed this 
section and urges its adoption, as well as 
all ather provisions of the bill. 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. Mr, Speaker, I 
yield myself 5 minutes. 

Mr. Speaker, I call the attention of the 
Members of the House who are present 
to the language on page 6 of the report. 
I think it can be said without any fear 
of contradiction that this is the first 
time in the history of the United States 
that this language is found in any re- 
port accompanying a bill coming before 
the Congress. It reads as follows: 

The report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of all of the provisions 
of the proposed legislation in view of the 

- fact that much of such information is of a 
highly confidential nature. However, the 
Committee on Armed Forces received a com- 
plete explanation of all features of the pro- 
posed measure. The committee is satisfied 


that all sections of the proposed legislation 
are fully justified. ° 


Let us look at this a moment. We are 
being asked to vote for legislation with- 
out having full explanation of all of the 
provisions of the bill. 

Mr. DURHAM. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. I yield. 

Mr. DURHAM. The gentleman knows 
of course that this is an espionage bill. 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. I do not see 
what difference that makes. We have 
gone through two world wars. We have 
gone through a civil war and the Con- 
gress has never been asked ‘to vote for 
any legislation without explanation of 
all of the provisions of the bl and that 


that that is what we are being requested 
to do under this motion to suspend the 
rules? 

What are we doing here? First of all, 
as to the secrecy with which the com- 
mittee has been operating, it admits that 
its members have the information which 
they are withholding from the House. As 
the distinguished gentleman from Mas- 
sachusetts, the former Speaker of the 
House [Mr. Martin], said, if he is cor- 
rectly reported in this morning’s press: 
“There is no such thing as a secret in 
Washington, when any three persons 
know it.” Yet, we are told that the in- 
formation the committee has must be 
kept a secret from the Members of the 
House. What is worse, the committee 
informs us through its report that the 
Members of the House must pass this 
bill without any explanation of all of its 
provisions. This makes every single sec- 
tion of this bill suspect. No Member of 
Congress has been informed. No Mem- 
ber of Congress has been given the full 
explanation of ail of the provisions of 
the legislation to which the representa- 
tives of the people are entitled before 
voting on any legislation. Only the 
members of the Committee on Armed 
Services, we are told, have been giver the 
explanation. That is the situation. you 
have before you. If under the wave of 
hysteria you want to abdicate your leg- 
islative functions to just one committee 
of the House, that is your privilege, but 
as for me I refuse to do it. I no not 
care what reason is given. There has 
never been and there cam never he any 


justification at any time for the repre-. 


sentatives of the people, who are elected 


to Congress, to abdicate their function. 


of legislating with full knowledge on the 
matters which come before them. This 
bill suspends that function and says, 
“You must not have knowledge of all of 
the provisions of the bill.” It says, “You 
must vote blindly and must take the word 
of a committee.” No one challenges the 


- good faith of the committee members, 


but the fact is that with 435 Members 
from 435 different districts, we are all 
entitled. to have our own viewpoint on 
legislation based on at least a full expla- 
nation of all of the sections of 9 bill. For 
that reason all times ir the history of 
the Congress of the United States the 
membership has been given full explana- 
tion in a report which is intended to ex~ 
plain the bill. Never has Congress been 
told in a report accompanying a bill, as 
this one does, that Congress cannot have 
2 full explanation of all provisions in the 
bill. This is the first time that Mem- 
bers of the House are told, “You cannot 
have any full explanation of this legisla- 
tion. It is highly confidential. It deals 
with espionage.”

So what gre we doing here? From 
what we knew—and, mind you, we have 
not been told everything—but from 
what we know, we are suspending civil 
liberties in the interest of a military in- 
agency. chat is definite. 
You cannot fet away ‘rom that. We are 
also making it possible to have acimitted 
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counterespionage or counterintelligence, 
people that a democracy would spew out 
under ail circumstances. We are sus- 
pending all laws with regard to Govern- 
ment expenditures, and we are asking 
the Members of Congress to suspend 
their prerogatives and cease to do their 
duty on legislation with full explanation 
of the legislation. Of course, there are 
times when bills get by. We cannot all 
ke up to date on everything. We might 
‘not know what is in a bill. That hap- 
pens. But this time we are told that we 
are not supposed to know what is in the 
‘bul. I want to read that again, and I 
hope it will sink in: 

The report does not contalm a full and 
detalled explanation of all of the provisions 
of the proposed legislation in view of the 
fact that much of such information ts of a 
highly confidential nature. 


Congress is suspending its right to leg- 
Islate and we are being asked to do this 
in furtherance of a cold war. This is 
illustrative of what this imperialist cold 
war is imposing on the people of a coun- 
try: Suspending its civil liberties, inva- 
sion of the labor movement by intelli- 
gence agents, admission of undesirables—- 
undesirable in any democracy-—and ask- 
ing Members of Congress to suspend 
their prerogative to pass on legislation. 

But you say this is dealing with espio- 


nage, that this is done for the sake of se-" 


curity. I refuse to believe that our Na- 
tion is so unsafe from a security stand- 
point that we have to suspend not only 
the civil liberties of the people but the 
legislative prerogatives of the Represent- 
atives of the people in the Congress. If 
you want to do this in the hope that a 
newspaper will not criticize you for vot- 
ing against it because of the hysterla 
which is being whipped up, that is your 
Privilege; but I submit that the situation 
is obvious: Hysteria is used to undermine 
the civil liberties of the people and ex- 
tend the military control—military con- 
trol—I -emphasize that, over the lives 


and thinking of the people of these 


United States.

The 
Germans, the Russians, the British, have 
hed far better systems of intelligence 
than have we, end in spite of all our 
wealth and power and might we have 
been excentionaliy weak in psychological 
warfare notwithstanding the fact that an 
idea is perhzps the most powerful weapon 
on this earth. 

The pending bill, H. R. 2663, is sub- 
stantially the same as H. R. 5871 which 
was introduced in the Eightieth Congress,

‘ts confidential. 
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passed the Senate. A companion bill 
was unanimously reported by the House 
Committee on the Armed Services, but 
due to lack of time it failed of passage in 
the Eightieth Congress. 

The purpose of this bill is simply to 
give the Central Intelligence Agency au- 
thority that is necessary for its proper 
administration. It is true that we will 
bring in not to exceed 100 persons a year, 
but before they are rdmitted they will be 
carefully screened by both the Director 
oi Central Intelligence and the Attorney 
General of the United States. They act 
jointly, and it is absolutely essential that 
some of the information given to mem- 
bers of our committee as was given to 
members of the Rules Committee, must 
be kept confidential, because it is of a 
secret nature. The FBI does not adver- 
tise the movements it makes in the ap- 
prehension of a criminal. Our intelli- 


gence cfficers to be effective and in their - 


own defense as well as the country’s 
must keep many of their movements 
secret. I think it would be supreme folly 
for us to discuss every phase and ramifi- 
cation of a bill that is of such a highly 
confidential nature. 

Mr. DURHAM. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. SHORT. I yield to the gentleman 
from North Carolina, 

Mr. DURHAM. Did the committee 
satisfy itself as to the expenditure of this 
fund? 

Mr. SHORT. It did, and there is a 
definite Umitation upon this. We limited 
not only the number of persons to be 
admitted but also the amount of money 
to be expended; however, we are not 
telling how, when, where, or to whom 
the money will go. We cannot, because 
of the very nature of the problem.

York quoted from page 6 of the commit- 
tee report because the language liself is 
self-explanatory. You are going to have 
to trust somebody, Mr. Speaker, and 
while perhaps it is asking too much for 
you to trust the members of the Com- 
mittee on the Armed Services I think 
you can trust the Committee on Rules 
or any other committee of this House. 
Both committees mentioned rcported 
this bill unanimously. ' 

We are engaged in a highly dangerous 
business. It is something I naturally 
abhor but sometimes you are compelled 
to fight fire with fire. There is no other 
way out of it so far as I'can see and 
perhaps the less we say in public about 
this bi!l the better of all of us will be.

Now, wnat authority is granted in the 
proposed legislation? Well, the bill cre- 
ates a seal of cffice for the Central In- 
telligence Agency. It extends to it cer- 
tain provisions of the Armed Services 
Procurement Act of 1947. It permits the 
Director to provide for special instruc- 
tion and training of agency personnel. 
It provides for travel allowances and ex~ 
penses for agency personnel. It permits 
agency personnel to return to the United 
States on leave after 2 years of foreign 
service. .It provides for the payment of 
transporting and storing household be- 
longings. It provides for the health of 
employees overseas by permitting the 


payment of travel expenses to the nearest - 


_ adequate medical facilities when local 
medical facilities are inadequate. It pro- 
vides for the establishment of first aid 
stations at posts overseas. It provides for 
physical examinations for all employees. 
It provides for transporting the remains 
of an employee or a member of his family 
who may die while overseas, and it pro- 
vides that the agency may recruit foreign 


nationals abroad where citizens of the 


United States are not available for such 


employment, And it provides allowances _ 


for agency employees similar to those 
given to State Department Foreign Serv- 
ice employees. It also contains other 
provisions of greater significance, such as 
the authority to transfer and receive 
from other Government agencies such 
sums as may be approved by the Bureau 
of the Gudeet for the performance of 
any of the agency functions. This is how 
the Central Intelligence Agency gets its 
money. It has beei going on since the 
ageucy was created, and this simply le- 
galizes that important function which fs 
the only means by which the amount of 
money required to operate an efiltient 
intelligence service can be concealed. 
Likewise, the bill removes certain Iimita- 
tions which exist under provisions of law 
which limit the amount of rental that the 
agency may pay for its quarters overseas 
and the amount of improver.ents that it 
may matze in such leased facilities. This 
makes sense in view of the fact that an 
efficient intelligence agency must be able 
to rent adequate facilities regardless of 
the value of the property and must be 
permitted to make such improvements in ~

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the installation of necessary equipment. 
The bill also eliminates the agency from 
the requirements of law which result in 
the publication of personnel data in the 


Official Register of the United States, and 


exempts the Bureau of the Budget from 
the necessity of including in its public 
report to the Congress the agency’s per- 
sonnel] strength. This information has 
not heretofore been made public and 
must, of course, continue not tc be made 
public, and this merely legalizes such 
action. 

The most widely publicized feature of 
the bill is that with respect to the pro- 
vision which provides for the admission 
of 100 aliens for permanent residence in 
the United States. This will only be done 
when the Director and the Attorney Gen- 
eral concur in the admission of such 
allens and will permit the agency to offer 


. to certain defectors and others the 


greatest reward possible in this world 
today, residency in the United States.

This bill will enable the agency to have 
legal authority for practically all the 


things itis now doing. You will note that © 


the National Security Act specifically ex- 
cludes the agency from internal security 
functions,. There is no problem of in-~ 
vasion of the rights of American citizens 
involved in this ‘legislation. If this 
Nation wants a modern, efilcient, effec- 
tive, capable, valuable intelligence gath- 
ering agency, then we must give it cer-

as does the Atomic- 
Energy Commission, and, for that mat-- 
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the world without one. if would seem a 
little ridiculous to spend one-third of our. 
annual budget for our national dcfense

ACQUISITION OF SITES FOR FEDERAL 
BUILDINGS 


The PRESIDING OFFICER (Mr.

That this act may be cited as the “Public 
Bulldings Act of 1949.” 

TITLE 1—COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING OF FEDERAL 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS OUTSIDE OF THE DISTRICT OF 
COLUMBIA 
Src. 101. The Federal Works Administrator 

is authorized to acquire, by purchase, con~ 

demnation, donation, exchange, or otherwise, 
lands or interests In lands as sites or addi~ 
tions to sites for Federal public building 
projects previously authorized and for such 
new projects as may be selected in the man- 
ner designated In this section, to make in= 
vestigations and studies and to prepare 
plans, sketches, working drawings, and spec~ 
ifications for such projects. Whenever the 
Federal Works Administrator shall determine 
such action to be necessary, such investiga- 
tions, studies, preparation of plans, sketches, 
working drawings, and specifications, may be 
undertaken prior to the approval of title to 
the sites by the Attorney General. When 
bulidings to be used In whole or in part for 
post-office purposes are involved, the Fed- 
eral Works Administrator, shall act jointly 
with the Postmaster General in the selection 
of towns or cities in which buildings are to 
be constructed, and in the choice of sites 
therein for such projects. The Federal 

Works Administrator and the Postmaster 

General shall submit to the Congress a com~ 

prehensive report of all eligible projects 

and their limits of cost when in excess of 

6200,000, without regard to the time in which 

they may be undertaken, which report shall 

be printed as a public document. When the 


estimated cost of a project does not exceed, 


$200,000 the limit of cost shall be determined 
py the Commissioner of Public Buildings. 
Selection of projects for the purposes of this 
title shall be made by the Federal Works 
Administrator and the Postmaster General 
from such report and they may also select 
such other projects not included in such 
report which in their judgment are eco- 
nomically sound and advantageous to the 
public service: Provided, That in making 
such selections they shall distribute the 
selected projects equitably throughout the 
country with due regard to the comparative 
urgency of projects in various sections of the 
country. 

Sec. 102. It is the intent of the Congress 
that the equitable distribution of selected 
projects required by section 101 of this title 
shall provide for the participation by each 
congressional district in the benefits that will 
accrue from the future construction of one 
or more of such selected projects. It is the 
further intent of the Congress that those 
congressional districts in which are located 
projects previously authorized and selected 
for construction (including those for which

COMMENDATION OF PHILIP MURRAY AND 
THE CIO FOR OUSTING COMMUNISTS 


Mr. MARTIN. Mr. President, I rise to 
express commendation and my personnel 
appreciation of the sound action taken by 
Philip Murray and the executive commut- 
tee of the CIO in recent days. I refer to 
the forthright drive to rid that great 
labor organization of the Communist 
taint in the leadership of some of its 
unions, 

The CIO has never been on my side. 
In fact. it has been one of the most 
active of my political opponents. 

For my part, I have found fault with 
the CIO many times. For years I have 
demanded that it purge itself of the 
Communist-card carriers and the fellow 
travelers who have had such great influ- 
ence in its activities. And for years, be~- 
cause cf this demand, some members of 
the CIO have cailed me a wide variety 
of names---none of them pleasant. 

I have also criticized the rule-or-ruin 
tactics of the CIO, its insistence that 
public officials take care of it first, ahead 
of the welfare of the public as a whole. 
I shall ‘always object to such tactics, 
whether they come from labor, industry, 
politics, or from any other source, includ- 
ing the Federal bureaucrats. 

; But when Philip Murray and his CIO 

do a fine and courageous thing, even 
though belatedly, I feel that they should 
be commended and congratulated. 

“I hesitated for several days to make 
this statement on the ficor of the Senate. 
I believed it should and would come from 

the CIO's friends in the Senate, those 
who have bacxed its activities, and who 
in turn have been the beneficiaries of 
PAC votes. 

But, oddly enough, none of them has 
come forward on this floor to laud that 
organization for its increasingly success- 
ful fight to get rid of the foul fumes of 
communism which pervade some sections 
of the CIO. 

Since I beHeve that public recognition 

“{s due Mr. Murray and the CIO, I have 

decided that I should call attention to 
‘their action, rather than let it go un- 
noted on the floor of the United States 
Senate. 

I want to remind the Senate that 
Philip Murray, national president of the 
CIO and of its steelworkers, is a Penn- 
sylvanian. He is a former coal miner of 
my State; in fact, he worked in the coal 
mines of Washington County, my own 
home county. He rose to his present 
eminence by hard work and full use of 
his intelligence. He is and always has 
been strongly anti-Communist. 

What is new and important is that 
finally he has been able to rally enough 
other leaders of his organization to make 
the drive which is presently succeeding. 

lir. President, I commend to the 
United States Senate the action of the 

CIO board, which met here in Washing-~ 
ton the other day and made clear that it 
will no longer tolerate Communists and 
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It fs appropriate also at this time to 
suggest similar action by those bureau-~ 
crats who, willfully or otherwise, have 
closed their eyes to the dangers of com- 
munism in this country. I recommend 
that they face this situation with vigor 
and courage, and take such steps as are 
necessary to drive out every Communist 
who holds a place in our Government. 


ADMINISTRATION OF CENTRAL INTELLI- 
GENCE AGENCY 


The Senate resumed the consideration 

of the bill (H. R. 2663) to provide for the 
administration of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, eStablished pursuant to 
section 102, National Security Act of 
1947, and for other purposes. 
. Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, I 
should like to make a brief explanation 
of the pending bill. It is similar to one 
which was passed unanimously by the 
Senate at the last session. The bill 
presently before us is a House bill which 
passed the House of Representatives, as I 
recall, by a large favorable vote; I think 
there were only about four votes in op- 
position to it. It is called the Central 
Intelligence Agency bill. : 

Although this measure may be looked 
upon by some persons as of little impor~ 
tance, in my opinion, for whatever it may 
be worth, it is one of the most important 


pieces of legislation which we shall con- - 


sider in this Congress. I say that for 


the reason that it is important that our- 


military authorities be completely ad- 
vised in regard to what is taking place in 


. the world, so that they may constantly 


make an estimation of the probable dan- 
gers which eventually may confront our 
country, and of how they may deal with 
them, : 

The bill relates entirely to matters 


‘external to the United States: it has. 


nething to do with internal America. 
It relates to the gathering of facts and 
information beyond the borders of the 
United States. It has no application to 
the domestic scene in any- manner, shape, 
or form  ° : 

The work to which the bill relates ts 
dangerous work. In many localities 


_ where representatives of our Govern- 


ment may go in quest of information, if 
they sre detected they are likely to pay 
for their adventuresome spirit with their 
very lives. I should say it is not im- 
probable—and I am measuring my 
words—that many men working for our 
government already have paid the su- 
preme sacrifice in attempting to gather 


information of a nature vital to our: 


country. Particularly when our soldiers 
are stationed abroad in such goodly num- 


bers in many countries, and where there 


are at times the possibilities of conflict, it 
js important that a variety of useful in- 
formation be assembled, in case of need— 
not that we are going to use it to make 
war, but so that we may use it in the 
event war is made upon us, so as to save 


the lives of citizens of our country and. 


even the lives of civilians who are not 


citizens of our country, but who might. 
be In the path of a conflict in which our. 
own troops might eventually be engaged... 


This bill has the approval of the State 


re Wi 


military department of the Government. 
The bill has heen referred to the cnosi-- 
man of the Judidiary Committee of this 
body, the Senator from Nevaca [ivir. 
McCarran] who is in charge of cer- 
tain phases of activity in our domestic 
scene upon which this measure raizht 
impinge slightly; to wit, the admission 
to this country of an immigrant who 
would give us valuable information. ‘The 
Senator from Nevada has read tne bill 
and has given his written approval o* :t. 

I am available now to answer ques- 
tions, insofar as I can, by Senators who 
are not members of the committee. who 
perhaps would like to have some inior- 
mation which I have not covered in ihis 
brief summary. I have no desire io take 
up the time of the Senate jn an extensive 
analysis of the Dill, but I think [ have 


‘Indicated enough to show what its gen- 


eral purport is and how importan: it 
might be in conceivable circumstances to 
the safety and the lives of people in and 
out of uniform in our own country. 

Mr. ROBERTSON. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield «o the Senator 


from Virginia. 


Mr. ROBERTSON. I should like to- 
ast the distinguished Senator from Mai y~ 
land whether the program is to supplant 
the present counterintelligence worl: of 
the Army or is ta complement :t? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I may say the hill 
changes nothing that is not now in exist- 
ence insofar as foreign intelligince is 
concerned. It is already provided in 
the Unification Act that there shall be 
a central intelligence agency charred 
with these duties, but unfortunately the 
provision is couched in a generality, 


‘and this bill is to give the agency, inws- 


much as we have it anyway, the nechen- 


_ics so it can be more effective than it - 
could otherwise be. 


Mr. ROBERTSON. I may say to ny 
distinguished colleague that I am in full 


‘sympathy with the purpose of the ill 


and shall gladly support it. 

‘Mr. TYDINGS. I say in conclusion, 
we must always know the size of the ar- 
mies of other countries, we must know 
‘what their air potential is, what inyen- 
tivns they. are pursuing, what the people 
in a possible enemy country are likely to 
think or are likely to de, or how they 
are likely to react to @ given circum- 
stance. We cannot merely take t'12 word 
always of the governmental authoricies 
who are for the momen; in charge of 
those countries. We have to know the 
real truth, and it is in order to do this 
that we have such an ager:cy as this, that 
the logistics that flow frar this iniorraa- 
tion may be always available in the t:me 
of emergency. — 

Mr, CAIN, Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

The VICE PRESIDENT. Does the. 
Senator from Maryland yield te the San- 
ator fram Washington? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yiel.1. 

Mr. CAIN. May we safely conclude 
that in the days prior to World Wa. II 
America did mat benefit from whats. the 
Senator and his associates have enceav- 
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Mr. TYDINGS. I should say that pri- 
or to our entry into World War IT we were 
babes in the woods to a large extent in 
this field. If we had had then what we 
have now it is possible there might have 
been a different result at Pearl Harbor. 
The information was there, and we 
should have had men operating within 
the group who were adverse and hostile 
to the United States, working with them, 
so they could have told us what were 
the intentions of those people who were 
under our fing, ostensible citizens, but 
who were plotting,-in liaison perhaps 
with possible enemies, to destroy the 
United States of America. I thank the 
Senator for his interruption. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. Mr. President, 
will the Senator yield? : 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield to the Senator 
from Massachusetts. : 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. As one who fol-. 
lowed the bill very closely last year and 
was in charge of it, there is but one 


thought on which I think the Senator. 


might enlarge somewhat. This intelli- 
gence agency does no work at all within 
the continental United States, except to 
assimilate information it receives else- 
where. Is not that correct? 

Mr, TYDINGS. The Senator is com- 
pletely correct. There is not a single 
agent of this intelligence agency work- 
ing within the United States in any form 
of espionage, directly or indirectly. It is 
purely and completely and wholly and 

_ singly in the external or foreign field. It 
has no connection with the FBI, it is not 
under the FBI, it does not do the same 
kind of work asthe FBI. Itssole effort is 
outside the United States. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. Am I correct in 
saying that it does not interfere with 
the FBI in any way, shape, or manner? 

Mr. TYDINGS. That is correct. It 
does not interfere with it in the slightest 
degree. Are there any other questions? 
If not, I do not desire to hold the floor, 
but I hope the debate will not be too 
greatly extended, that we may draw the 
issue, whatever it is, and have the Senate 
on record, and I hope, with overwhelm- 
ing support. 

- The VICE PRESIDENT. The bill is 

open to amendment. 

Mr. LANGER and Mr. NEELY ad- 
dressed the Chair. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The Senator 
from North Dakota. 

Mr. LANGER. I yield to the Senator 
from West Virginia. 

Mr. NEELY. I thank the Senator, but 
I want the fioor in my own time. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, I have 
listened with considerable interest to the 
Ssnator from Maryland. I agree with 
him that in general the purposes of the 
bill are fine. I agree with him that it is 
one of the most important bills ever to 
come upon the Senate floor. But I totally 
disagree with him as to two aspects of 
the bill. With respect to those aspects of 
the bill, I propose to offer amendments 
in the hope that we may be able to make 
the bill what it ought to be. 

Firsts of all, I call attention of the 
entire Senate to the report of the House 
committee, which, at page 6 thereof, 
Bays: 

The report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of all of the provisions 
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of the proposed legislation in view of the 


fact that much of such Information is of . 


a highly confidential nature, 


So, Mr. President, we have a situation 
in America wherein the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a bill without having 
full and detailed information of the pro- 
visions of the bill, without, as a matter of 
fact, knowing exactly what the purpose 
of the bill was, and so far as I know——~ 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 


Mr. LANGER, I decline to yleld at this’ 


time. A little bit later, I shall be glad 
to yield to the Senator. I say that so far 
as I know, it is the first time in the his- 
tory either of the House or of the Senate 
that any report contained the statement: 

The report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of all of the provisions 
of the proposed legislation in view of the 
fact that much of such information ts of 
highly confidential nature. 


Mr. President, I ask every Senator, if 
he will, to compare the House report 
with the Senate report. It will be found 
that they are almost identical, with the 
exception of the three or four lines which 
I have just quoted. In other words, in 
the House there were a few Representa- 
tives who objected to the bill. By read- 
ing the proceedings of the House yes- 
terday it became apparent that those 
Representatives resented the fact that 
they were asked to vote for a bill which 
had not been reported to them in its 
entirety, a bill as to which there was 
some secret, confidential information 
they had not obtained. The result was 
thet when the Senate Committce on 
Armed Services submitted its report 
those four lines were eliminated. 

What did Representative: CrLver, 
chairman of the House Committee on 
the Judiciary, say about the bill? J read 
from the debate in the House, on March 
7, at page 1995, Mr. Ceiier’s statement: 

Mr, Speaker, although I do not like the 
hush-hush business surrounding this bill, I 
shall not oppose it. Certainly if the mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces Committee can 
hear the detailed information to support this 
bill, why cannot our entire membership? 
Are they the Brahmins and we the untouch- 
ables? Secrecy is the answer. What is secret 
about the membership of an entire commit- 
tee hearing the lurid: reasons? In Wash- 
ington three men can keep a secret if two 
men die. It is ilke the old lady who said, 
“I can keep a secret but the people I tell it 
to, cannot.” 

I must counter the remarks of the previous 
speaker. We have in the bill this very sig- 
nificant language “for permanent residence 
without regard to their inadmissibility under 
the immigration or any other laws or regu- 
lations.” 

In the first place, if there had not been 
@ closed rule, I would have made the point 
of order to strike out this provision because 
it is exclusively within the province of the 
Committee on the Judiciary and is not the 
business of the Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices. The Committee on Armed Services 
has nothing to do with immigration. 


I may say, Mr. President, that I have 
here a copy of the La Follette-Monroney 
Act. That legislation was passed 2 years 
ago in order to give to each committee 
jurisdiction of certain specific matters. 


Act it is provided that the Committee on 
the Judiclary shall have exclusive juris- 


- are doing and whither we are foin:. 
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diction of immigration and natuscliza. 
tion. The distinguished Senetor from 
Maryland knew that, so he talked to the 
chairman of the Committee on tae Jue 
diclary. The distinguished Senator from- 
Maryland is one of the ablest S_n-stors_ 
upon the floor.. He made a lonz nad ex- 
tended argument in favor of the La Fole 
Ictte-Monroney bill He knew thar the 
chairman of the Armed Servieos Come 
mittee had no authority to write anv law 
affecting immigration and kad ne au- 
thority to pass upon such a matte. It 
was a matter which was entirely and 
solely, first of all, within the jurisdiction 
of the Subcemmittee on Imnncrition 
and Naturalization of the Cudciary 
Committee. Up to the present time the 
bill has not been referred to the Jue 
diciary Committee.

Mr. President, I wish to invite atten- 
| tion to section 8 of the bill. I may add 
' that I shall offer an amendment to strike 
out section 8 That section reads as 
follows: 
Szc. 8. Whenever the Director and the At- 
torney General shall determine that the 
entry of a particular allen into the United 
States for permanent residence is in the In- 
| terest of national security on essentials to the 
furtherance of the national intelligence mis- 
sion, such alien and his immediate famlly 
_ Shall be given entry into the United States 
: for permanent residence without regard to 
thelr inadmissibility under the immigration 
or any other laws and regulations, or to the 
‘ failure to comply with such laws and regula- 
tions pertaining to admissibility: Provided, 
| That the number of aliens and members of 
their immediate families entering the United 
States under the authority of this section 
shail in no case exceed 100 persons in any 1 
fiscal year. 


What Is the situation, Mr. President? 
Two men, the Attorney General and the 
Director, can set aside the entire immil- 
gration laws of the United States. Al- 
ready there are five or six million aliens 
in this country. Already the Attorney 
General and the Director of Immigration 
have advised our committee that they 
cannot find them all in order to get rid 

-of them. We have had an example of 
_kings, queens, princes, counts, dukes, and 
‘what not, chasing over to England, and 
of the existence of governments in exile 

‘there. Already some have chased over 
to the United States. King Peter of 

Yugoslavia was riding in Connecticut, 
going at the rate of 70 or 80 miles an 
hour, when he was arrested for speeding 
‘and endangering the lives of persons 
|along the highway. He claimed im- 
munity. He said, “I cannot be arrested.” 
The police of the State of Connecticut 
released him. A few nights later he was 
‘4n a place in New York called the Stork 
Club. I discussed this incident with my 
distinguished friend from Maryland. He 
‘said he was thoroughly familiar with the 
Stork Club. - It so happens that I am 
-not familiar with it. I do not know how 
‘large a place it is, but it seems they have 
certain favorite tables in that club. At 
any event, when the ex-Hing of Yugo- 
slavia dropped in, he was not given the 
‘best table. He was given what he 
‘thought was a second-best table. So he 
_ptarted e rumpus, and, as I remember, 
‘ the police were sent for and the manager 
of the Stork Club stood firm and said he 
- would not take the table away from the 
| people who occupied it and give it to the 
‘so-called King of Yugoslavia. 

; here is nothing to prevent all the eX- 
-erown princes and persons of so-called 
‘blue blood or royal blood, with whose 
names I am not familiar, but whom my 
distinguished friend from Maryland 
knows by heart—he knows some of them 
by their first names, I found in discuss- 
ing the matter with him—there is noth- 
Ing to prevent their coming in at any 
time. They do not have to enter as other 
individuals do. All they have to do fs to 
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passed in order to protect citizens of 
the United States. 

When this bill was before the House, 
another Representative had much to say 
about it. Before I take that up, I repeat 
what I have already said, I intend to offer 
an amendment to eliminate section 8. 7f 
the proponents of the bill want section 8, 
if they want to have the power to let a 
hundred people come into the United 
States, and if they are people who for 
national security reasons should come in, 
I have not any objection to having a 
separate bill introduced and presented 
to the proper committee, and with proper 
safeguards we can see that people wha 


will help the United States can get into 


our country in 24 hours, as the report 
made by the Committee on Armed Ser- 
vices says they want the law to be, 
Why stick in this section 8? It is stuck 
into a bill where it has absolutely no 
right to be. It is stuck into a bill which 
deals with contracts, into a bill which 
provides that the Director of the Cen-~ 
tral Intelligence Agency may make con- 
tracts involving up to $1,000, that he can 


- buy things in an emergency, and all that 


sort of thing. Then out of a clear sky 
hey stick in section 8, providing that 
100 people may be admitted without re~ 


gard to the immigration Jaws of our 


country. 

Mr. President, both the distinguished 
Senator from Massachusetts and the dis- 
tinguished Senator from Maryland a few 
moments ago stated that this bill had 
nothing to do with the internal affairs of 
this country at all, that it dealt only 
with territory outside the continental 
United States. Let me read subdivision 
(B) on page 7: 

While in the continental United States on 
leave, the service of any officer or employee 
shall be available for work or dutles in the 
agency or elsewhere, but the time of such 
work or duties shall not be counted as leave. 


The Senator from Maryland says 
that what is provided for in the bill is 
being done now, that the Navy and the 
Aimy and other branches of our Govern- 
ment have thousands of these people. I 
have not the least objection to taking all 
of them and putting them under the Cen-~ 
tral Intelligence. I have not any objec- 
tion at all to that being done, and the 
cost to our taxpayers being reduced, pro- 
vided the people do their work outside 
this country, just as was alleged a few 
moments ago by the distinguished Sena- 
tor from Maryland is being done. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator from North Dakota yield? 

Mr. LANGER, I yield to the Senator 
from Maryland. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I share the Senator’s 
concer, and I am glad he wants to be 
reassured in reference to this matter. 
But Iet me correct the Senator. I never 
said that the Army and the Navy had 


“thousands of men engaged in this service. 


So far as I know, the Army and Navy 
have no one engaged in it. 

To come down to the point the Sen- 
ator raises as to paragraph (B) on page 
q, that will apply only when the agents 


called to Washington and assigned ta a 
new task, given training in the new 1asx, 
and then sent out. They do ro work in 
the United States, but they da have io 
come back to be indoctrinated into all 
the difficulties which will confront them 
when they take up a new task. That is 
the only purpose. 

I know the Senator may not igree with 
me, but he knows I would not deceive him 
in any sense of the word as to this 2:11 
or any other matter, and I can assure 
him, after thorough, investigation, that 
none of these agents will wor'c at all in 
the United States. The only time they 
will do anything here is when they come, 
either on leave to visit their families. or 
come back, if they are changing ticir 
stations, to be reindoctrinaterl. 

Mr. LANGER. ‘The Senato: said tat 
the Army and the Navy had none of 
these people here, yet he told us not Lalf 
an hour ago that all the work that is con- 
templated by the bill is being performed 
here now by agencies. What are those 
agencies? 

Mr. TYDINGS. It Is being performed 
by the Central Intelligenc: Ager-cy, 
which is a branch of the National Secu- 
rity Council. Jt works under the Na- 
tional Security Council. It advises the 
President. 

Mr. LANGER. The Senator lkmorve 
that. we have a Naval Intellixence, ind 
he knows we have a Military Intetligence. 

‘Mr, TYDINGS. If the Senator -viil 
permit me to complete my answer, he 
has gotten the two things confused. u.4- 
derstandably. Army Intelligence deals 
primarily with logistics. We know low 
Jarge a certain army is, we know how 
large a certain navy is, we know how 
many airplanes another country has, 
we know how many trucks he has. WNa- 
val Intelligence deals primarily with na- 
vies, or the logistics of movirg or deal- 
ing with armaments in the hands cf a 
possible enemy. The organization we 
are here concerned with is primarily es-- 
tablished to find out what the intention 
of a possible enemy is, what he is doing, 
what he ts concealing, his riovements. 
what the people in the foreicn cauniry 
think and assorted informat.on of «re- 
mendous value on a military plane. 

There are none of these egents who 
work in the United States. IT hone the 
Senator will take my word foi that, We 
went into that subject very thorourhily 
in the committee, end all this work is 
completely outside the Uniled States, 
except for the indoctrination which 
must take place whenever an agent Is 
sent Into a new field. 

Let us suppose an agent is being :cns 
to Country X. He has to be told what 
he is to do in Country X, he has ta be 
told what the customs are :n Country 
X, he has to be furnished with a variety 
of information so that he can work 
there unobserved and obtain infer-ra- 
tion, and, to tell the truth, so that he 
will not be killed, as in some cases men 
have been killed, The reasor. why there 
must be secrecy is that we do not wanz 
men to Jose their lives, and I regret to 
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have to obey a single law which we have 


While they are on leave they may be 


in this service. I make thal. admission 
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regretfully, and we want to make pro- 
vision so that others will not lose their 
lives. ; 

‘When men undertake this character 
ol work, they take it on the understand- 
ing that they may not come back, be- 
cause in some cases when they are 
caught they are put to death. We might 
as well say that on the floor of the Sen- 
ate. We are dealing with the lives of 
men who are in this service, and for 
that reason there has to be a great deal 
of secrecy thrown around the work. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, I repeat 
what I said at the beginning of my argu- 
ment, that I agree fully, completely, en- 
tirely, adsolutely, and wholly with the 
desire to protect the lives of these peo- 
ple working for our Government. I be- 
lieve in national security. 

Let me read what Mr. Sasscer sald 
about the purposes of the bill in the 
House of Representatives. I read from 
his statement: 

Mr. Speaker, H. R. 2663 is a bill to provide 
for the administration of the Central In- 
telligence Agency. There have been some 
misconceptions as to ita purposes. For this 
reason, I would like to make certain broad 
statements concerning the bill and its pur- 
poses before discussing it in detall. 

The Central Intelligence Agency was es- 
tablished as a successor to the Central In- 
telligence Group, under the provistons of 
section 102 of the National Security Act of 
1947. ; 


Now I wish to ask the Senator from 
Maryland a question. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Will the Senator 

_ allow me to make an observation: before 
he asks the question? 

Mr, LANGER. Certainly. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I should like to tell 
the Senator that the Senator from Mary- 
Jand was fortunate enough to have a 
boyhood friend who had charge of some 
of the most difficult and important work 
undertaken in this line of activity dur- 
ing the war,.and I have perhaps heard 
more of the ramifications of this service 
than any other man in Congress, be- 
cause I had the good fortune to sit at 
the feet of this particular individual, and 
I have heard him tell many things that 
happened, and the difficulties en- 
countered. So TI have a little more con- 
cern then I would have, had it not been 
for this personal experience. It is only 
out of abundant caution, knowing how 
a little thing disclosed may put an agent 
in a very difficult place, that the Senator 
from Maryland has striven to be cau- 
tious in what he has said. 

Let me say a further word. Suppose 
a man is a citizen of country A. Sup~ 
pose he comes to our representative and 
says, “I am a citizen of country A, but 
country A does not like your country. 
Z do lixe your country. I should like to 
work fer your country.” Suppose that 
man is working in some official capacity 
in country A, and we employ him, and 
get information we may desire If that 
man were to be detected he must know in 
advance that he can come to the United 
States, that he can escape, and secure 
asylum here. Otherwise, on his return, 
he will be confronted with the_general 
laws of the country: eM 
and that means his death. So if we 
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dangerous work we will have to give 
them the assurance that we will stand 
behind them in the event they are 
threatened with the loss of their lives if 
they are detected while working for our 
country. : 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, I agree 


with every single word the Senator from’ 


Maryland has said. I repeat, however, 
that I agree also with the distinguished 


chairman of the House Committee on . 
Representative CELLER, 


the Judiciary, 
when he said, on the question of immi- 
gration: 


On the question of immigration they are 
given carta blanche, willy-nilly, to admit 100 
persons under this particular provision, 
which should be stricken from the bill, or, if 
it is not stricken, certain safeguards should 
have been added. 


Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let me say to the Sen- 


ator from North Dakota that no one can. 


come into this country under the bill ex- 
cept with the approval of the Attorney 
General, who already has supervision 
over the immigration laws, and of the 
Secretary of Defense. 
wait to secure a visa when his life is 
threatened. A man who undertakes this 
dangerous work wants to know that he 
can come into the United States on 2 
minutes’ notice; that he will be identified 
and given asylum here. He will not un- 
dertake such work unless he knows that, 
if he is detected and wants to flee for his 
life, there 1s an open door into this coun- 
try foi which he jis risking his life to 
serve, and that he will not have to go 
through the red tape of securing a visa. 
Let me tell the Senator that every fov-~ 
ernment on earth makes provision of this 
sort for men who work in the secret 
service. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, again I 
assure and reassure and re-reassure the 
distinguished Senator from Maryland 
that he and I are in complete agreement 
on the matter of allowing entry to what- 
ever number of persons may be neces- 
sary; but, nevertheless, I agree with the 
distinguished chairman of the House 
Committee on the Judiciary when he 
says: 

This particular provision * * * should 
be stricken from the Dill, or, if it is not 


stricken, certain safeguards should have been 
added. - 


Section 8 does not protect the people of 
the United States from having a group 
of Communists or Fascists, or whatever 
they may be, come into this country.

Mr. LANGER. I would call in the Di- 
rector of Immigration and Naturalization 
and ask him what is necessary to be done 
in order to carry out the committee's 
recommendations. The Armed Services 
Committee did not do that. There are 
no safeguards contained in the bill at 
present, 

Mr. TYDINGS. Oh, yes; the Attor- 
ney General and the man who is charged 
with securing the information to safe- 
guard the United States of America cer- 
tainly are not going to let come into the 
country someone who wants to do harm 
to the United States of America. The 
trouble is that. Mr. Cexter is looking 


upon this sort of activity practiced by | 


all governments as if it were a regular, 
open, above-board, orthodox, give-and- 
take procedure. This is one of the 
things which ought not to be practiced 
by any government, but which every 
government has to practice in self-de- 
fense. It is somewhat like war. No 
country ought to make war. A war is 
the most outrageous crime human be- 
ings have ever put their hands to. But 
so long as people are threatening to make 
war on us ve have to be ready to protect 
ourselves. That is the philosophy of the 
bill. The lives of our men overseas in 
many cases depend on this bill having 
enough elasticity to it so it can serve the 
purposes of the security of the country 
without any undue delay. It may be the 
Senator’s son or my son or someone else's 
son who is dependent upon the infor-~ 
mation which the Central Intelligence 


Agency will assemble for the protection. 


of our troops. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, we are 
not at war at the present time. Repre- 
sentative CeLusa ylelds to no man in 
patriotism. I have known “Manny” 
CELLER for over 36 years. For 24 years 
he has been a Member of the House. 
For 24 years he has been a member of 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
House. When “Manny” CzLier says 
there ought to be safeguards placed in 
the law before 100 aliens are permitted 
to come into the country, I take the word 
of Representative CeiLer, the chairman 
of the House Committee on the Jildiciary.

sentatives and Mr. CELLter became a 


Member of the House cf Representatives 
jm 1922. My relations with him and af- 
fection for him and respect for him are 
of the very highest order. What I say 
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vote was 348 In favor of the bill and only 
4 against the bill. Let me say to the 
Senator that if this had been an immi- 
gration matter per se Mr. Cetter would 
have secured 348 votes in support of his 
position, and only 4 votes would have 
been against his position. This is not 
an immigration matter. It has nothing 
to do with immigration per se. This is 
asylum for military agents who are work- 
ing for the United States, and who are 
faced with death if they are caught. We 
simply tell them in advance that if the 


Director who employs them, and the At- - 


torney General, who is detached from the 
Director, approves it, if they are detected 
and their lives are in danger they may 
come into the United States. After that, 
they are just the same as anyone else. 
They have no immunities or privileges. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, the ar- 
gument that this bill has nothing to do 
with immigration is the sheerest non- 
sense. Again I quote Mr. Certer. At 
the end of his talk he said: 

I have spoken briefly to advise the Armed 
Bervices Committee to stick to its own knit- 
ting. When immigration is involved, let the 
proper committee ba consulted—the Judi- 
clary Committee. 


That is the statement of a man who 
has been a Member of the House for 24 
years. 

Mr. President, I invite attention to 
page 7 of the bill, subparagraph (B). 
which reads as follows: 

While in the continental Untted States on 


-leave, the service of any officer or employee 


chall be available for work or duties in the 
Agency or elsewhere, but the time of such 
‘ors or duties shall not be counted as leave. 


The services of such officer or employee 
are not to he used in this country. This 
bill deals with activities outside con- 
tinental United States. 

Mr. TYDINGS. That is correct. 

Mr. LANGER. If that be true: would 


the distinguished Senator be willing to ~ 


accept an amendment in line 4 on page 7, 
after the word “shall” to insert the word 
“not” and strike out lines 6 and 7? 

Mr. TYDINGS. Will the Senator read 
the language as it would then be? 

Mr. LANGER. It would read: 

While in the continental United States 
on leaye, the service of any officer or employee 


shall not be availiable for work or duties 
in the agency or elsewhere. 


Mr. TYDINGS. I would accept that 
amendment with one qualification, and 
that is that they can receive training 
here. If the Senator will exclude train-~ 
ing, if his language is broad enough so 
that training and indoctrination are not 
included as work, I shall by delighted to 
accept the amendment. I do not want to 
tie up the situation so that when they get 
to the United States they cannot receive 
any training or indoctrination. They are 
working then, but they are not working 
on espionage in the United States. 

Mr. LANGER, again I agree with the 
Senator from Maryland 106 percent. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let us adopt language 
which will accomplsh that purpose. 

Mr. LANGER. Ihave the amendment

nate. I am with the Senator in theory, 
but his language goes further than his 
theory. 

Mr. LANGER. I am taking the Jan- 
guage in the bill.

Let us assume that a laboring man is 
a part of this organization, and that we 
want to send him over to Germany, for 
example. Let us assume that he speaks 
German. He may never have had any 
affiliation with a labor union. He is go- 
ing to associate with men both in and out 
of labor unions. Obviously he would 
have to be sent where labor unions meet 
and discuss questions, and where they act, 
so that he could get the feel of the situa- 
- tion, and so that he would not be like a 
sore thumb sticking out when he reached 
a ioreign country. He wowid need to 
know the techniques, the lingo, the 
habits, and so forth, of those who are 
labor-union men, in order that he might 
be an efficient, undisclosed officer gath- 
ering information, without any idea on 
the part of those who would give it, that 
the information was being imparted to 
our Government. 

Mr. LANGER. I fully agree with what 
the distinguisned Senator says. 

_Mr. TYDINGS. I do not believe that 
the Senator can improve very much on 
the bill. The very questions which he 
has brought up have been thoroughly 
canvassed and considered by the com- 
mittee. The exact language which we 
have accepted has been adopted as safe- 
guarding our internal affairs while giving 
the widest scope to the agents in the 
external field. 

Mr. LANGER. The Senator may he 
cone 

> Mr. TYDINGS. We have been all over 
this question in great detail. Witnesses 
have been interrcgated at great length. 
‘The hearings have been extensive. We 
have considered every phase of the prob- 
Jem. The Senator has not heard the 
testimony. Neither has Mr. CeELLER, 
He did not attend one of the hearings— 
and properly so, because he was not sup- 
posed to attend them. 

Mr. LANGER. The Senator’s argu- 
ment sounds very strange to me, after 
the experiences which I have had on 
committees. For example, take the pay 
bill. After more than a month of hear- 
ings last year, although the distinguished 
Senator from Maryland and some of his 
colleagues were not present at the hear- 
ings, they offered amendment after 
amendment. What is there sacred about 
this bill, that it cannot be amended? 
It is the same as any other bill. I think 
I have a good amendment. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield, 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let me say to my 
friend from North Dakota that there is 
a great deal of difference between 
amending a pay bill and dealing with an 
extremely sensitive and secretive func- 
tion of Government which has to do with 
the lives of men, not in wartime, but in 
peacetime. When we find that a man

man who comes along to carry on the 
task from that point. 


I have already said much more in this | 


debate than should be disclosed. I think 
this debate is unfortunate. I think it 
ought to be in executive session. I think 
there is a great deal of meat in what 
must be said here in order to get the 
bill through, which is serving those who 
are not friends of the United States. 
This is one time when there ought to be 
secrecy. The whole atmosphere of the 
bill is secrecy. I regret that in answer to 
the Senator’s questions I have been 
forced to disclose as much as I have dis~ 
closed. We are not serving the United 
States or the brave men who are going 
forth under al! kinds of difficulties to 
help to place the security of our Nation 
beyond peradventure. 

- Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, I yield 
to no man, including the distinguished 
Senator from Maryland, in patriotism. 
However, I will never stand on this floor 
with a report and say, “We are not re- 
porting everything to this body which 
should be reported. We are keeping 
some of it back.” The time has not yet 
come, during a period when we are not at 
war, when we cannot discuss any bill 
upon the floor of the Senate. So long as 
I am a Member of this body, whenever 
any proposal for appropriations is 
brought before us, or a bill to draft the

of bill, I will not stand idly by and say, 
“We cannot discuss it.”

statement: I regret very much that I 
have not heard the discussion on the 
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bill, but as I read the measure, it is very 
radical legislation. I do not know of 
any legislation passed by Congress which 
is so sweeping aud which goes so far as 
this legislation does, except the legisla- 
tion pertaining to atomic energy. I 
know I should feel a great deal better 
had the bill been referred to the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary and that com- 


mittee had given attention to the sweep- 


ing provisions contained in the bill. 
Doubtless few Senators on the floor have 
the same fear of military fascism that 
I have; I doubt whether they have. I 
know that very few of us seem greatly 
concerned that 34 percent of all our 
taxes, all of our revenues, goes to the 
Pentagon Building. To me that is a 
very disturbing thing. 

Perhaps I am entirely wrong; perhaps 
I do not comprehend the significance and 
effect of the pending legislation, but as 
I understand we are setting up in this 
country a military gestapo. I recall very 
well an argument made in this Chamber 
by the late Senator Norris, of Nebraska, 
away back in 1940. It impressed me 
deeply. He was arguing against the 


_ Congress of the United States setting up 


a gestapo in this country. Ido not agree 
with what the Senator said in his refer- 
ences to the FBI, because I think the 
FBI has been a splendid organization, 
which has made a tremendous contribu- 
tion to check crime and I should not 
want to do anything to curtail its opera- 
tion. But I feel very certain that if 
Senator Norris were on the Senate floor 
today he would rise in his place to arzue 
against the sweeping powers Which are 
being vested in the mliitary through this 
piece of legislation. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, 
the Senator vield? 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. 
glad to yield. 

Mr.TYDINGS. I may say to the Sen- 
ator that I share every thought he has 
expressed about the inadvisability, the 
lack of necessity, and the unwarranted 
institution of any kind of gestapo, mili- 
tary or otherwise, in this country.

But let me tell the Senator 
that the men who work in this particular 
field frequently lose their lives. As 2 
“matter of fact, to the certain knowledge 
of the Senator from Maryland, several 
have already lost their lives, and not 
under very pretty circumstances, because, 
quite often, if they are deleted, they 
are forced to tell why they are there, 
and the picture is not a pretty one. If 
there are vouchers containing the names 
and the circumstances, going through 
Government channels, it might be pos- 
sible for foreign-espionage agents to 
check on who the agents are through 
every conceivable source of information. 
. Therefore, if we should employ the 
“game kind of accounting as would be 
employed in connection with building a 
bridge, strange as it may seem, expert 
men, skilled in detecting from little 
things the probabilities, are quite often 
able ta detect who the agents are, and 
in that way they are tracked down and 
Jose their lives. This is no ordinary 
bridge-building proposition. This is a 
matter of life and death, affecting men 
who are trying to do something to aid 
the security of our country and who take 
an enormous risk. The committee, after 
thorough consideration, determined that 
it would he better to have this general 
procedure followed in order to protect 
the men, rather than to follow the ortho- 
dox procedure, which might result in the 
loss of their lives. That is the reason 
why that language is in the bill. ; 

Mr. WHERRY. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield?

Mr. MALONE. Mr.: President, when 
the 1934 Trade Agreements Act comes 
before the Senate for the proposed 3-year 
extension, I intend to offer the flexible 
import-fee bill, which Iam today placing 
before this body as a substitute policy.

- SHE THREC-PART “FREE TRADE” PROGRAM 


As a result of the administration’s 
three-part “free trade” program, under 
which we are openly encouraging a large 
increase in imports from the European 
countries and urging them to become 
self-sufacient within and among them- 
Selves and to manipulate the price of 
their currency for trade advantage— 
many believe that this Nation is heading 
into a serious depression, 

PREE TRADE AND UNEMPLOYMENT 


It is reported that there are more than 
- 4,000,000 unemployed at this time and 
probabiy in excess of 10,000,000 partially 
unemployed in this country due princi- 
pally to actual and threatened {mports 
of prcducts from the low-wage standard 
of living European and Asiatic nations, 
DEFINITE MAAKCT FOR FOREIGN GOODS 


Under the proposal of the flexible im- 
port fee adjustment of rates, a definite 
market basis is established in the United 
States for the goods of all foreign na- 
tions, but they are the judges of their 
own living standards. However, under 
such a provision they would be en- 
couraged to raise their wage living 
standards because they would immedi- 
ately get credit by a corresponding re- 
duction in the tariff or import fee, and 
when their standards of living approxi- 
mated our own, then the objective of free 
trade would te an almost automatic and 
immediate result. Butin the meantime, 
our wage standard of living would be 
protected. 

FLEXIBLE IMPORT FEE VERSUS “FREE TRADE” 


This principle is in direct contrast to 
the free trade program of the State 
Department, and all subterfuge, includ- 
ing a manipulation of their currency 
values and selling under actual costs by 
such foreign governments to crowd an- 
other nation’s products out of the for- 
eign markets, including our own—as evi- 
aenced by a New York Times dispatch 
dated May 21 of this year—will be auto= 
matically stopped by the adoption of the 
flexible import fee principle.

Surveys under Government auspices are 
being quietly made in trade quarters here 
to ascertain why the volume of imports from 
Eurcpean countries aided by the Economic 
Cooperation Administration is not larger, it 
was learned here yesterday. 

During the past week, Seld surveys have 
been made here by a team of keymen, in 
which the views and experiences of active 
importers were sought in a wide variety of 
lines. 

Nothing was divulged as to the information 
or conclusions reached during the course of 
the surveys, other than that the data would 
be of assistance in coordinating the work 
of offcial agencies. 

SCOPE OF FIELD WORK 

The scope of the field work was indicated 
in scheduled contacts with importers of 
woolens, linens, laces, rayon and staple fiber, 
cottons, ficor coverings, embroidery, metal 
Products, needles, automobiles, leather 
goods, chinaware, department store goods, 
motorcycles, ball bearings, machinery, sil- 
verware, and foodstuffs, In all, some 40 dif- 
ferent import lines from varied countries 
were canvassed, it is understood. 

While no official statement is likely until 
the reports based on the surveys ara rnade, if 
then, it is an open secret that Government 
agenctes are anxious to spur imports by the 
United States as a major means of strength- 
ening world economic recovery and curbing 
the dollar shortage and trade deficits abroad. 

Import barriers ranging from antiquated 
customs procedure to excessively high prices 
abroad in the face of a declining price trend 
here have been cited as the major obstacles 
to the larger import volume that fs felt nec- 
essary to reduce the export “gap,” which 
exceeded 85,000,000,000 last year, 

Foreign trade experts have calculated that 
if business conditions and national income 
continue favorable here, the United States 
could absorb 810,000,0C0,000 in imports from 
all parts of the world. This optimum figure, 
buttressed by American investment and 
tourist spending abroad, it Is believed, would 
support and pay for a high level of American 
exports. ‘ 

It compares with shout $7,000,000,000 In 
imports for 1948. 


FIRST QUARTER IMPORTS 


For the first quarter of 1949, imports were 
close to the 1948 level for the same pertod. 
Doubt appeared to be rising, however, that 
total imports in 1949 will materially exceed 
1948 figures, with much depending on busi- 
ness conditions here. - 

High prices abroad have’been stressed as 
probably the major factor tending to limit 
European imports. In the case of British 
goods, this was highlighted a few days ago 
by Str Stafford Cripps, Britain's economic 
chief, who told a conference of editors in 
London that prices on export goods must be 
cut. Emphasizing again his position that 
no devaluation of sterling is contemplated, 
Sir Stafford noted consumer resistance on 
the part of American buyers who were hoping 
to get British goods at lower prices. 

Prior to recent developments, Great Brit- 
ain had set a goal of 8720,000,000 in exports 
to the United States and Canada for 1949,

Mr. Speaker, 
this bill originally came before the House 
under the suspension of the rules proce- 
dure.

Mr. Speaker, in a 
colloquy which took place in the other 
body several days ago 2a Senator in- 
quired of another Senator as to the 
reasOn why the Attorney Gencral’s 
recommendation pertaining to suspen- 
sion of deportation was not being acted 
on in the House. The reply was that 
the House was not going along with the 
policy of the Senate. The fact of the 


matter is that under existing law where 


the Attorney General suspends the 
deportation of an alien under section 
19 (c) of the Immigration Act of 1917, 
as amended, it is {incumbent on each 
body to review the action thus taken, 
and unless each body affirmatively ap- 
proves of such suspension. of deporta- 
tion, then the deportation is proceeded 
with. At the last session of the Con- 
gress our distinguished colleague, the 
gentleman from Maine {Mr. Fet.tows] 
introduced legislation which had the 
purpose of giving each body the au- 
thority to review the action taken by 
the Attorney General, but did not make 
it incumbent on the House as well as the 
Senate to act affirmatively. The House 
of Representatives at this session passed 
practically the same bill. In an informal 
conference attended by the ranking 
members of both sides of the Committee 
on the Judiciary, it was agreed that 
either body would have the authority to 
object to the Attorney General’s ruling 
but that neither body would be obliged 
to act affirmatively, The Senate fs 
adamant in its position, but my bill, 
H. R. 3875, similar to the Fellows bill 
of last year, is now pending in the'Senate 
Committee on the Judiciary. Recently 
I suggested a compromise amendment 
to this bill and I sincerely hope that 
the other body will bring about its early 
passage, thus helping to break the log- 
jam. We want ts retain the power to 
object to the Attorney General’s rulings, 
but the House does not want to be obli- 
gated to act affirmatively on nearly 2,000 
cases per session. Certainly it seems to 
me that Members of Congress, both of 
the House and Senate, should know what 
the real situation fs. 


Mr. VORYS. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield?

Mr. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker, H. R, 
2663 Js a bill to provide for the admin- 
istration of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. ‘There have been some mis- 
conceptions as to its purposes. For this 
reason, I would like to make certain 
broad statements concerning the bill and 
its purposes before discussing it in de- 
tail. 

The Central Intelligence Agency Was 
established as a successor to the Central 
Intelligence Group, under tne provisions 
of section 102 of the National Security 
Act of 1947. This section sets out the 
functions of the Agency. It should be 

_ pointed out at once that H. R. 2663, 
which we are now considering, does not 
alter or add to these functions In any 
way. It simply provides for the admin- 
fstrative implementation of the func- 
tions which the Congress has already 
seen fit to give to the Agency. 

Secondiy, it should be pointed out that 
CIA functions exclusively under the pow- 
ers granted it by the National Security 
Act of 1947 and not under any Executive 
order whatsoever. 

Thirdly, with one or two exceptions to 
whiea your attention will be drawn, 
there !s no authority in this proposed 
bill which at some time or other has not 
been granted to some other agency of 
the Government or which some other 
agencies are not now utilizing through 
their own implementing legislation. The 
reason why the hearings have been held 
in executive session, and why a certain 
emount of secrecy has been utilized in 
connection with this bill, {s that the dis- 
cussions with the members of CiA who 
appeared before the committee went ine 
to the operational background of the 
Agency. Naturally, operational details 
cannot be talked about in public for they 
ro to the very heart of CIA’s activities. 
Bear in mind, however, that the CIA 1s 
prohibited by law from any internal 
security functions. It deals only in the 
fieid of forelan intelligence. 

This bill which we are now consider- 
int with one difference was introduced 
into the second session of the Elghticth 
Congress last year, and was unanimously 
approved by the Armed Services Com-~= 
mittees Doth in the Senate and the House 
afters Gatalled hearings. “The bill ttseif 
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session, but due to the last minute pres- 
sure of business could not be called up 
jn the House, After most careful con- 
sideration, the present measure has 
again been unanimously approved, first 
by a subcommittee and then by the full 
Armed Services Committee in the House, 

As [have said, its purposes are acmin- 
istrative, and its provisions brea down 
into four main categories. In the first 
place, the Agency seeks to avail fiself 
of the benefits of the Armed Services 
Procurement Act of 1947 so that it may 
utilize the most up-to-date procurement 


Secondly, in connection with the sections 
dealing with foreisn travel and similar 


allowances, the Agency, in availing it- . 


seif of many of the provisions of the For- 


eigen Service Act of 1926, is seeking to 


build up a career service in the intelli- 
gence field second tonone. Asccond-best 
intelligence service is almost as bad as 
none at all, Within the framework of 
existing Government laws and salaries, 
we are secking to piace CIA on & career 
basis, particularly for those of its em- 
ployees who may spend a large portion 
of their career on foreign assignment. 
Thirdly, we are supplying tile Agency, by 
this bill, with certain gencral adminis- 
trative authoritles which are needed, 
Finally, we ate supplying the Agency with 
appropriations language to which their 
budget and fiscal employees, as well as 
those.of the General Accounting office, 
may iook in the auditing of the Agency's 
expenses, 

In broad terms, therefore, H. R. 2663 
seeks to assist this country in the build- 
ing up and development of a career for- 
eign intelligence service, and to free the 
Agency from certain restrictions so that 
it may operate as a mature intelligence 
service must operate. 

Section 1 of this bill merely contains 
certain very pasic definitions of terms 
used in the act. 


Section 2 authorizes a seal of office for - 


the Agency, and provides that judicial 
notice shall be taken thereof. From time 
to time it has been necessary for CIA to 
produce records in court. For example, 
the records of the monitoring of foreign 
propaganda broadcasts in their pesses- 
sin have included recordings of the 
speeches made from Germany by Douglas 
Chandler and Robert Best. These re- 
cordings were the basis of the recent 
convictions of these two men for their 
treasonable activities during the late 
war. In order that authenticated copies 
of such material can se submitted when 
called for lu court, a seal is necessary of 
ywhicn the court can take judicial notice. 
Section 3 of the bill authorizes the 
wzency to utilize certain of the authori- 
tles granted the armed services in the 
Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947. 
The main features of this law which are 
being extended to the CIA are in the 
field of negotiation for contracts without 
advertising. The general ceiling for 
which contracts can be negotiated with- 
out advertising today is $100. The 
Armed Services Procurement Act ra{ses 
this celling to $1,000, and it is being ex- 
tended to incluce CIA contracts up to 
this amount. In addition, the act au- 
thorives neeotiaftion of contracts weno

stands to reason that certain of «he tech- 
nical equipment which this Agency must 
utilize may be made only by on¢ firm ‘or 
reasons of security, and certainty some of 
this equipment should not be openly ad- 
vertised for. Therefore, {t seems only 
proper that these authorities which the 
Congress has already extended to the 


: armed services should be fuither ox- 
* ended to CIA. The remaindcr of this 
facilities in connection with its activities.” 


section sets forth the applicable previ- 
sions of the Procurement Act ~esarding - 


: rules for advertising, the type of con- 


tracts that can be made, damages, Joint. 
procurement, delegations of authorities 


. and limitations thereon. 


Section 4 of the bill authorizes the 
Agency to assign its personnel 1a schacls 
for special instruction and training, and 
to pay the cost of such tuition and ex- 
penses. This will permit the Agency to 
send selected employees to such schools 
as the National War College, advence 
courses in internatianal relatious and re- 
lated fields, refresher courses in language 
fields, and special training cot.rses. 

Section 5 of the bili presents one of its 
most important features from & carcer 
standpoint. Virtually all of «he provi- 
sions of this section have been taken die 
rectly from similar provisions in. the Sor- 
eign Service Act of 1916. It provides sor 
the payment of travel expenses for the 
employees of the Agency ari for the 
members of their familles whea procecc- 
ing to posts of. duty abroad, and from 
post to post abroad. It provides for 
their being returned to the United States 
with their families on statutory home 
leave after 2 years of continuous service 
abroad. 

It must be reemphasized that these 
provisions are not new departeres created 
for CIA, but are merely extending to the 
Agency the best features of other career 
services inthe Government. This sectian 
also provides for the hospital-zatior. and 
medical care of the Agency's full-tune 
employees abroad, and includes pro- 
visions for the periodical physical exami- 
nation of ali of the employees. on forcign 
posts. | 

Certain general administrative pro-- 
visions are granted to the Avency, moss 
of which are similar to autherties 
granted to other agencies of the Cov- 
ernment at one time or another, or which 
deal with the security of the Agency's op- 
erations. For instance, there are piro- 
visions permitting the armini: of couriers 
and guards carrying confidential docu- 
ments, Specific authority is neeced ta 
override State statutes which prohibit 
the carrying of fircarms witacut special 
licenses. Such a statute is in existe 
for the FBI, and the armed services 
always been allowed to arm = ollieer 
courlers. 

Section 8 of the proposed hin coatcins 
a provision which will permit the entry 
of 100 allens into the United States for 
permanent residence. This will bc ex- 
plained more fully by my cistinguissed 
colleague, the gentleman from North 
Carolina (Mr. Guruaml. However, J 
would Htce to emnho He Ris:

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essence, and should these people be re< 
quired to go through the many pro- 
ecdures of obtaining visas, having photo- 
graphs taken, and filing applications— 
they would be dead before taking their 
second step. In certain areas of the 
world such persons can only contact an 

American once. This section permits 

quick action to save the lives of persons 

of high intelligence value to tha United 

States. 

Finally we have provided in this bill 
some basic appropriations language to 
which the Government Accounting Office 
and the budget and fiscal offices of the 
Agency can look in the expenditure of 
funds. Much of this language is neces- 
sary, for without it the expenditure of 
funds for the purposes set forth hercin 
cannot de allowed. In addition, we have 
provided the legal basis for the granting 
to the Agency authority for the spending 
of thosa unvouchered funds which the 
Appropriations Committee of the House 
will carmark, and without which there 
can be no successful operation of an in- 
telligence service. 

For the reasons I have set forth, I urge 
the passage of this bill. Above all, it will 
allow this country to continue and in- 
crease the successful operation of Its 
foreign intelligence, upon which some day 
the security of this country and our very 
lives may well depend.

The Committee on the 
Armed Services has nothing to do with 
immizration. Now this provision [ have 
read throws out the window, at the dis- 
eretion of the Director mentioned in this 
bill and the Attorney General, all the 
legislative immigration restrictions that 
.we have bwit up over the years. It 
throws thera to the winds, and if tne At- 
torney General and the Director wish to 
admit Facists, Communists, Hitler sad~ 
ists, morons, moral perverts, sypnilitics, 
or lepers, they can do it. I think the 
House ought to know what it ds legislat- 
ing about, and I think, in a measure, this 
indicates how the cold war is unhinging 
the nerves of some of our high mllitary 
authorities.

Under the proposal of the fiexible im- 
port fee adjustment of rates, a definite 
market basis is established in the United 
States for the goods of all foreign na- 
tions, but they are the judges of their 
own living standards. However, under 
such a provision they would be cn- 
couraged to raise their wage living 
standards because they would immedi- 
ately get credit by a corresponding re~ 
auction in the tariff or import fee, and 
when their standards of living approxi- 
mated our own, then the objective of frea 
trade would be an almost automatic and 
immediate result. But in the meantime, 
our wage standard of living would be 
protected. ;

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, we are 
not at war at the present time. Repre- 
sentative Ceiten ylelds to no man in 
patriotism.

Mr. Speaker, H. R. 2663 is a bill to provide 
for the administration of the Central In- 
telligence Agency. There have been some 
misconceptions os to its purposes. For this 
reason, I would Mke to make certain broad 

. statements concerning the bill and its pur- 
poses before discussing it in dctall, 

The Central Intelligence Agency was e5~ 
tablished as a successor to the Central In- 
telligence Group, under the provisions ‘of

COMMENDATION OF PHILIP MURRAY AND 
THE ClO FOR OUSTING COMMUNISTS 


Mr. MARTIN. Mr. President, I rise to 
express commendation and my personnel 
appreciation of the sound action taken by 
Philip Murray and the executive commit- 
tee of the CIO in recent days. I refer to 
the forthright drive to rid that great 
Jabor organization of the Communist 
taint in the leadership of some of its 
unions. — 

The CIO has never been on my side. 
In fact, it has been one of the most 
active of my political opponents. 

For my part, I have found fault with 
the CIO many times. For years I have 
demanded that it purge itself of the 
Communist-card carriers and the fellow 
travelers who have had such great influ- 
ence in ils activities. And for years, be- 
cause cf this demand, some members of 
the CiO have called me a wide variety 
of names—none of them pleasant. 

I have also criticized the rule-or-ruin

It is called the Central 
Intelligence Agency bill. 

Although this measure may be looked 
upon by some persons as of little impor- 
tance, in my opinion, for whatever it may 
be worth, it is one of the most important 
pieces of Jegisiation which we shall con- 
sider in this Congress. I say that for 


‘the reason that it is importani that our- 


military authorities be completely <d- 


vised in regard to what is taxing piace in 
- the world, so that they may constantly 


make an estimation of the probabie can- 
fers which eventually may coniront our 
country, and of how they may deal with 
them.

“It relates to the gcthering of facts and

they are detected they are likely to pay 
for their adventuresome spirit with their 
very lives. I should say it fs not im- 
probable—and I am measuring my 
words—that many men working for our 
Bovernment already have paid the su- 
preme sacrifice in attempting to gather 
information of a nature vital to our 
country. Particularly when our soldiers 
are stationed abroad In such goodly num- 
bers in many ¢eountrics, and where there

What it does particularly is to seex to 
safeguard information procured by 
agents of the Government so that it will 
not fall into the hands of enemy coun- 
trices or potential enemy countries who 
would use the information to discover 
who the agents were, and kill therm.

The 
men were detected and killed. What the 
bill does is to seek to keep their names 
and Identities out of the normal account- 


-iIng channels, so-that they cannot be

Now, what authority is granted in the 
proposed legislation? Well, the bill cre~ 
ates a seal of office for the Central In- 
telligence Agency. It extends to it cer- 
tain provisions of the Armed Serviccs 
Procurement Act of 1947. It permits the 
Director to provide for special instruc- 

tion and training of agency personnel, 


It provides for travel allowances and ex- 


penses for agency personnel, It permits 
agency personnel to return to the United 
States on leave after 2 years of foreign 
service, It provides for the payment of 
transporting and storing household be- 
longings, It provides for the health of 
empioyees overseas by permitting the 


payment of travel expenses to the nearest - 


adequate medical facilities when local 
medical facilities are inadequate, It pro- 
vides for the establishment of first ald 


stations at posts overseas. It provides for - 


physical examinations for all employees. 
it provides for transporting the remains 
of an employee or a member of his family 
who may die while overscas, and it pro- 
vides that the agency may recruit foreign 
nationals abroad where citizens of the 
United States are not available for such 
employment. And it provides allowances 


for agency employees similar to those 


given to State Department Foreign Serv-~ 
ice employees. It also contains other 
provisions of greater significance, such as 
the authority to transfer and receive 
from other Government agencies such 
sums 28 may be approved by the Bureau 
of the Budnet for the performance of 


any of the agency functions, This is how | 


the Central Intelligence Agency gets its 
money. It has beea going on since the 


agency was created, and this simply le~_ 
galizes that important function which fs — 


the only means by which the amount of 
money required to operate an effidient 
intelligence service can be concealed. 
Likewise, the bill removes certain limita- 
tions which exist under provisions of law 
which limit the amount of rental that the 
agency may pay for its quarters overseas 
and the amount of improvements that it 


may mate in such Ieased facilities. This - 


ynakes sense in view of the fact that an 
efficient intclligence agency must be able 
to rent adequate facilities regardless of 
the value of the property and must be 


the property as may be necessary for the 
isroper sefecuarding of icforroation, and 
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the installation of necessary equipment. 
The bill also eliminates the agency Irom 
the requirements of law which result in 
the publication of perscnnel cata in the 
Oficial Register of the United States, and 
exempts the Bureau of the Budget from 
the necessity of incitiding in its pubiic 
report to the Congress the agezcy’s per- 
sonnel strength. This information has 
not heretofore been made public and 
must, of course, continue not tc be made 
public, and this merely legalizes such 
action, 7 

The most widely publicized feature of 
the bill fs that with respect to the pro- 
vision which provides for the admission 
of 100 aliens for permanent resicence in 
the United Stetes. This wiil oniy be done 
when the Director and the Attorney Gen- 
eral concur in the acmission of such 
aliens and will permit the agency to ofier 
to certain defectors and others the 
greatest reward possible in this world 
today, residency in the United States. 
These people will be carefully screened 
and their admission will omy be in the 
best interests of the United States, and, 
furthermore, if at a later Gate they should 


prove undesirabic they can be deported.- 


Another section of the bili provides 
that the agency may spend sums made 
available to it without regard to pro- 
visions of existing law. It also permits 


the expenditure cf funcs for confidential . 
purposes to be solety accounted for by~ 


certification of the Director. This is not 
unusual. The State Department has 
such authority, as cces the Atomic 


‘Energy Commission, and, for that mat-: 


ter, so in effect Go all branches of the 


. armed services. ; 
Therefore the only significant feature 


of this bil which will be compietely new 
in all respects will be that pertaining to 
the admission of 100 aliens in the United 


_ States. 


There has been a great deal of discus~ 
sion as to why the committee meetings 
were conducted in executive session with- 


out a stenosrapnic record being kept. It - 


is obvious that there is certain informa- 
tion which must be confined to as few 
people as possible. For example, it would 
not be wise to disclose to the worid the 


‘amount of money necessary to operate 


the Central Inteligence Agency annually. 
Nor would it be wise to announce to the 
world the number cf personnel employed 
by the agency, Nor would it be wise to 
announce just where our CIA {s cperat- 
ing, or how they are operating, or whet 
information they are seexing to obtain, 


or what information they have obtained.’- 
But in order for 2 congressional com~ ~~ 


mitice to properly analyze 2 ill granting 
authority to an egency to perform certain 
functions, it seemed wise to cbtain this 


*. information but not to make it public. 


This bill will enable the agency to have 
Jegal authority for practically all th 


things itisnow doing. You will note that © 


the National Security Act specifically ex- 
cludes the agency from internal security 
functions. Inere is no problem of in« 
vasion of the rights of Amcrican citizens 
involved in this ‘legislation. If this 
Nation wants a modern, eSicient, efec- 
tive, capable, valuable Intelligence gath- 


en neencr, we wth he the only nation itt 
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the world without one. It would scerm 2 
little ridiculous to spend one-ihirc 
annual bucget for our natic: 
and not grant reasonable morei 
tory and administrative suppert io ihe 
agency charged with gatheriny the in. 
telligence information which has $0 Giuch 
to Go with the size of the apsropriations 
we grant for the strength of our armea 
Services. ‘ 

Imight add that this bill wes reported 
unanimously by the subcommittee ang 
unanimously by the fil comziitvee, 
That there were no dissentins; votes is 
significant.

COMMENDATION OP PHILIP MURRAY AND 
THE CIO FOR OUSTING COMMUNISTS 


Mi. MARTIN. Myr. President, I rise to 
express commendation and my personnel 
appreciation of the sound action taken by 
Philp Murray and the executive commit- 
tee of the CIO in recent days. Irefer to 
the forthrisht drive to rid that great 
Jabor organization of the Communist 
taint in the leadership of some of its 
unions. 

The CIO has never been on my side. 
In fact, it has been one of the most 
active of my political opponents. 

For my pari, I have found fault with 
the CIO many times. For years I have 
demanded that it purge itself of the 
Communist-card carriers and the fellow 
travelers who have nad such great infu- 
ence in its activities. And for years, be- 
cause of this Gemand, some members of 
the CIO have cailed me a wide varicty 
of names--none of them pleasant. 

ZL have also criticized the rule-or-ruin 
tactics of the CIO, its insistence that 
public officials taxe care of it first, ahead 
of the welfare of the public as a whole. 
I shali ‘always object to such factics, 
whether they come from labor, indusiry, 
politics, or from any other source, includ-~ 
ing the Fecoral bureaucrats. 

But when Phnilip Murray and his CIO 
Go a fine and courageous thing, even 
though belatedly, I feel that they showd 
be commended and congratulated. 

“Z hesitated for several days to make 
nis staterment on the ficor of the Sznate. 
I believed it snould and would come from 
the CIO's friends in the Senate, those 
whe have backed its activities, and who 
in turn have been the beneficiaries of 
PAC yotes. 

' But, oddly enough, none of them has 
come forward on this floor to laud that 
orzanization for its increasingly success- 
ful Signs to get rid of the foul fumes of 
communism which pervade some sections 
of the CIO. 

Since I belleve that public recognition 
“Is due Mr. Murray and the CIO, I have 
deciced that I should call attention to 
their action, rather than Jet it go un- 
noted on the fioor of the United States 
Senate. 

I want to remind the Senate that 
Phiip Murray, national president of the 
CIO and of its steelworkers, is a Penn- 
syivanian. He is a former coal miner of 
my State; in fact, he worked in the coal 
mines of Washington County, my own 
home county. He rose to his present 
eminence by hard work and full use of 
his intelligence. He is and always has 
been strongly anti-Communist, 

What {4g new and important fs that 
finally he has been able to rally enough 
other leaders of his organization to make 
the drive which is presently succeeding. 

Mr, President, I commend to the 
Tnited States Senate the action of the 
CIO board, waich met kere in Washing- 
ton the other day and made clear that it 


will no longer tolerate Communists and. 


crats who, wilifully or otherwise, have 
close their cycs to the dangers oc com- 
raunism in this country. I recommend 
that they face this situation with vigor 
ond courage, and take such steps as are 
necessary to drive ous every Communist 
who holds 2 place in our Goverament. 
ADMINISTRATION OF CENTRAL INTELLI- 
GENCE AGENCY 

“The Senate resumed the consideration 
of the bill (ZI. R. 2363) to provide for the 
administration of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, established pursuant to 
section 102, National Security Act of 
1947, and for other purposes. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President,’ I 
showd like to make a brief explanation 
of the pending bill. It is sirailar to one 
which was passed unanimously by the 
Senate at tne last session. The bill 
presently before us is a House bill which 
passed the House of Representatives, as I 
recall, by a large favorable vote; I think 
there were only about four votes in op- 
position to it. It is called the Central 
Intelligence Agency bill. 

Although this measure may be looked 
upon by some persons 2s Of 
tance, in riy opinion, for whatever it may 
be worth, it is one of the most important 
pieces of legislation which we shail con- 
sider in this Congress. I say tnat for 
the reason that it is impoviant that our 
military authorities be completely ad- 
vised in regard to wnat is taking place in 
the worlc, . that they mey constantly 
make an esilration of the provabie dan- 
gers which eventuaiiy may conmiront our 
country, and of how they may Geal with 
them. 

The bill relates entircly to matters 


- external to the United States; it has. 


netning to do with internal America, 
It relates to the gathering of facts and 
information beyond the borders of the 
United States. It has no application to 
the domestic scene in any manner, shape, 
or form. : : 

The work to which the bill relates is 
dangerous work. In mary localities 
where representatives of cur Govern~ 
ment may go in quest of in<icrrnation, if 
they are detected they are lixely to pay 
for their adventuresome spirit with their 
very lives. I should say it is not im- 
probable—and JI am measuring my 
words—that many men working for ow’ 
government already have paid the su- 
preme sacrifice in attempting to gather 


information of a mature vital to our 


country. Particulariy when our soldiers 
are stationed abroad in such goodly num- 
bers in many countries, and where there 


are at times the possibilities of conflict, it, 


is fmportant that a variecy of useful in- 
formation be assemtied, in case cf need— 
not that we are going to use it to make 
war, bub so that we may use it in the 
event war is mace upon Us, 50 4S tO Save 
the lives of citizens of our country and 
even the lives of civillans who are not 


eltizens of our country, but who might. 


be in the path of o condict in which our 


own trcorps might eventually be engaged.. 


This bill has the approval of the State 


man of the Judiciary Committee of this 
body, the Senator from Nevada [Mr. 
McCarran} who jis in charge of cer- 
tain phases of activity in our domestic 
scene upon which this measure mishi 
impinge slightly; to wit, the admission 
to this country of an immigrant who 
would give us valuable informatiar. The 
Senator from Nevada has read the bill 
and has given his written approvel of it. 

I am available now to answer ques- 
tions, insofar as I can, by Senato-s whe 
are not raembers of the commiitea, who 
perhaps would like te have some infor- 
mation which I have not cavered in this 
brief summary. I have no desire io tale 
up the time of the Senate in an ex:eusive: 
analysis of the bill, but I think T have 


‘indicated enough ta show what its gen- 


eral purport is and how imporcant fu 
might be in conceivable circumstances to 
the safcty and the lives of people in and 
out of uniform in our own country. 

Mr. ROBERTSON. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield?

and shall gladly support it. 

.Mr. TYDINGS. 1 say in conclusion,

Iknow the Senator may not agree with 
me, but he knows I would not deceiys him 
in any sense of the word as ta thi, bill 
or any other matter, and I can assure 
hin, after thorough investigation, that 
none of these agents will wort at all in 
the United States. The only time they 
will do anything here is when they came, 
either on leave to visit their famihes, or 
come back, if they are changing their 
stations, to be retndoctrinated. 

Mr. LANGER. The Senator said that 
the Army and the Navy had none of 
these people here, yet he told us no. hals 
an hour ago that all the work that is con- 
templated by the bill is being perfo:med 
here now by agencies. What are ~hose 
agencies? 

Mr. TYDINGS. It is heing perfo.med 
by the Central Intelligence Agency, 
which is a branch of the National Secu- 
rity Council. It works under the Na- 
tional Security Council. It advise; the 
President. 

Mr. LANGER, The Senater hnows 
that we have a Naval Inielligence, cad 
he knows we have a Military Inteliig -nce. 

Mr. TYDINGS. If the Senator wit 
permit me to camplete my enswer, he 
has gotten the two things confused. un- 
derstandahly. Army Intelligence ceals 
primarily with logistics. We know now 
large a certain army is, we know hew 
large.a certain navy is, we know now 
many airplanes another country has, 
we know how many trucks he has. Na- 
val Intelligence deals primarily with: na- 
vies, or the logistics of moving or deal- 
ing with armaments in the hands of a 
possible enemy. The orgenizatio: we 
are here concerned with is primarity es- 
tablished to find out what the intention 
of a possible enemy is, what he {s Going, 
what he is concealing, his movements, 
what the peopte in the foreign co: ntry 
think and assorted Iinforraation of tro- 
mendous value on a military plane. 

There are none of thase agents wha 
work in the United States. I hope the 
Senator will take my word for that. We 
went into that subject very thorou:shly 
in the committee, and ali this wo-k is 
completely outside the Unitcd States, 
except for the indoctrination which 
must take place whenever an agen} is 
sent Into a new field. 

Let us suppose an agent is being sens 
to Country %. He has to be toid «chat 
he ts to do in Country X, he has tu be 
told what the customs are in Country 
XX, he has to be furnished with a vacicty 
of information so that he can work 
there unobserved and obtain infermna- 
tion, and, to tell the truth, so tha: he 
will not be killed, as in some cases men 
have been killed. The reason why theve 
must be secrecy is that we do nco$ want 
men to lose their lives, and I rezret to 
tell the Senator from North Dakote <hat 
sarae mem have alvaady dosh thelr tees 
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regretfully, and we want to make pro- 
vision so that obners will not lose their 
lives. 

“When men undertake this character 
ol work, they take it on the understand- 
ing that they may not come back, be- 
cause in some cases when they are 
caught they are put to death.

We know what the gentleman from South Carolina says is true, 
that there are people who have served in this organization who are 
in jail and some have lost their lives, Furthermore, they are also 
in a situation where they cannot be protected or they cannot be 
claimed as a member of the CIA inthe event they are captured and 
jailed in a foreign country. . 

RIVERS, If should tell you how many of these agents we have 
or if I should give you some sort of a number of the agents that we 
have, the Soviets could merely by a matter of arithmetic figure 
them out and ferret them out. ; 

For instance, when the Director decides toseparate a man he 
cannot go into court with his case under this bill, because if he did, 
any espionage person could figure out exactly who these people are, 
how many they are, and what they do, We cannot permit this. This 
espionage business is a dangerous business; it is not one that I 
would be in. We have never been in it before.... We muat have this 
agency and we must give them this benefit. 

REP, PAUL C. JONES (D MO.). lappreciate the fact that this 
whole Agency has to operate under an aura of secrecy. ; 

RIVERS, Why, certainly. 

JONES, And sometimes they are inclined to carry it to the 
ridiculous.,.. At the time of the U-2 incident...1 made an appoint- 
ment with Mr. (Alien) Dulles (former CIA Director) to talk to him 
about this thing. He tried to explain it to me, but I did not get much 
information. In his old headquarters they hada picture of the new 
CIA building. Just out of idle curiosity more than anything else, I 
said, ‘'Mr, Dulles, how many people will be employed in this new 
building?’ He said, ‘Oh, wecannottellyou that. That is secret.”’ 
To me that was an asinine reply to a question, because I think 
anyone knows that there was nosecrecy with regard to the number 
of people to be employed in that new building out at the Central 
Intelligence Agency, because anybody who knows anything ahout 
trying to estimate the number of employees in a building could have 
gotten it very well; or for that matter one could count the em- 
ployees entering and leaving by public highway. : 

_ » The thing that disturbs me about this billis the fact that it has 
been the practice throughout many years for these people to take 
advantage of their sensitive position and to use it for privileged 
treatment which is not justified... : 

_ 1 do not think you have given us enough information about these 
people at the lower levels (CIA employees), whoconstitute a great 
majority. 1 would want some assurance that those people are not 
going to get further preferred treatment under this bill, I would 
like to have the gentleman comment on that. ; ; 

RIVERS. The gentleman has made apretty good speech. Ido 
not know where to start to anawer his question, 1 allowed him to 
talk for five minutes, What question does he want me to answer?

I think 
this is primarily because mogt Member: of the Congress, or at 
least most members of the press and the public ener ally do not 
realize there are committees of this type in the House and Senate . 
at the present time. Sol would think, if questions are in the minds 
of Members of Congress, it might be an appropriate thing for these 
Members of Congress to treat the Committee on Armed Services

Naturally, all our subcommittee inquiries, inves:igatians, and 
briefings were in executive session. Neturally, ro r-ports have 
been issued as to our findings and recommendetion:, To do so 
would destroy the effectiveness of the Agcncy, ond the importance 
of this Agency’s work to our country’: security c-nnot be too 
strongly emphasized.... 

For my part, believe that in the CIA we have one of the finest

The Committee on Armed Services, to whom was referred the bill 
(H. R. 2663) to provide for the administration of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, established pursuant to section 102, National Security 
Act of 1947, and for other purposes, having considered the same report 
favorably thereon without amendment and recommend that the bill 
do pass. ; 

PURPOSE OF THE BILL 


The purpose of the bill is to grant to the Central Intelligence Agency 
the authorities necessary for its proper administration. The bill 
deals with procurement, travel, allowances and related expenses, 

eneral authorities, and methods of expenditures of appropriated 
unds. Further, it protects the confidential nature of the Agency’s 
functions and makes provisions for the overseas administration of the 
Agency. . 

SECTION-BY-SECTION ANALYSIS 


Section 1 comprises definitions of certain terms used in the act. 

Section 2 provides for a seal of office.. Intelligence records contain 
information that is sometimes required for official use cither in other 
departments or as evidence in legal proceedirigs. Unless proper 
authentication of copies can be made, original documents would have 
to be produced. 

Subsection 3 (a) provides for the extension to the Agency of certain. 
provisions of the Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947 (Public 
Law 413, 80th Cong.). These provisions authorize negotiation on 
purchases and contracts for supplies without advertising if— 

There is a national emergency (sec. 2 (ce) (1)); 

The public exigency will not admit a delay (sec. 2 (c) (2));

Section 9 provides authorization for the establishment of three 

ositions in the scientific and the professional service of the Agency. 

hese three positions are established for the employment of out- 
‘standing men in the scientific field of foreign scientific intelligence. 
Similar legislation was passed by the Eightieth Congress for com- 
parable positions in the National Military Establishment. The 
section establishes a salary minimum of $10,000 and a maximum 
of $15,000 per annum. 

Subsection 10 (a) establishes a point of reference to which the 
administrative and fiscal officers of the Agency and other appropriate 
officers of the Government may look to devarnine what expenditures 
are authorized for the activities of the Agency. It permits sums 
made available to the Agency to be expended for the purposes set 
forth in the section. This section is necessary in view of the require- . 
ments of existing law or Comptroller General’s decisions, which 
spealy that such expenditures are not permissible unless authorized 
by law. 

ySucection 10 (b) permits the Agency to expend sums made avail- 
“able to it without regard to provisions of law. It also permits the 
expenditure of funds for confidential purposes, to be accounted for 
solely by certification of the Director. 

Sections 11 and 12 are the usual separability and short-title sections. 

By letter to the chairman, Committee on Armed Services, the 
Director, Central Intelligence Agency, requested legislation similar 
to H. R. 2663, and later, on March 10, 1949, in an executive session of 
the committee, he concurred with this bill in its present form. His 
letter, dated February 11, 1949, in which this legislation was re- 
‘quested, is appended hereto, and is made a part of this report.

No. 1302) is: “to grant to the Central Intelligence 
Agency the authorities necessary forits proper administration. The bill deals 
with procurement, travel, allowances and related a er general authorities, 
and methods of expenditures of appropriated funds. urther, it protects the con- 
fidential nature of the Agency’s functions and makes provisions for the internal 
administration of the Agency. In almost all instances, the powers and authorities 
contained in the bill already exist for some other branch of the Government, and 
the bill merely extends similar authorities to the Central Intelligence Agency.” 

This proposed bill has been resubmitted to the Bureau of the Budget, and we 
have been advised that they have no objection to its presentation to the Congress 
in its present form.

138 Letter to the Secretaries of War and Navy on Unification of 
the Armed Forces. June 15, 1946 


Gentlemen: 

I have read with care your joint report 
of May 31, 1946. It was also helpful to me 
to have the full oral presentation of the 
points involved, which you and the members 
of your Departments made to me on June 
4th. 

Iam pleased and gratified at the progress 
you have made, I feel that we have come 2 
long way in narrowing the zone of disagree- 
ment which had previously existed between 
the services. The full understanding 
reached on eight vital aspects of unification 
is a significant accomplishment. These 
eight elements are Council ‘of Common 
Defense, National Security Resources Board, 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, omission of single 
Military Chief of Staff, Central Intelligence 
Agency, Procurement and Supply, Research 
Agencies and Military Education and 
Training. 

In addition to these eight points of agree- 
ment, I am advised also by representatives 
of both services that they are in accord in 
their attitude toward the provision in the 
Thomas Bill, S. 2044, which provides for 
four assistant secretaries in charge of 
Research, Intelligence, Procurement, and 
Training, respectively. They believe that 
such assistant secretaries are unnecessary. 
I agree with their position that the presence 
of these four assistant secretaries is undesir- 
able because they would greatly complicate 
the internal administration of the services 
and that such a plan would deprive the 
secretaries of the respective services of func- 
tions which are properly theirs. 

Your report of May 31st listed four items 
upon which you were unable to agree. An 
analysis of your comments contained in your 
report, and in the lengthy discussion which 
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we had, discloses that the services are not 
nearly so far apart in their attitude toward 
these points as had been reported. It is my 
firm conviction that the determination of 
these questions in the manner which I pre- 
sent herein will result in a plan which in- 


corporates the best features offered by the 


respective services. 

With reference to the points upon which 
full agreement was not reached my position 
is as follows: 

1. Single military department. 

There should be one Department of Na- 
tional Defense. It would be under the con- 
trol of a civilian who would be a member of 
the cabinet. Each of the services would be 
headed by a civilian with the title of “Sec- 
retary.” These secretaries would be charged 
with the internal administration within their 
own services. They would not be members 


of the cabinet. Each service would retain. 


its autonomy, subject of course to the au- 
thority and overall control by the Secretary 
of National Defense. It is recognized that 


the services have different functions and — 


different organizations and for these reasons 
the integrity of each service should be re- 
tained. The civilian secretaries of the serv- 
ices would be members of the Council of 
Common Defense and in this capacity they 
would have the further opportunity to rep- 
resent their respective services to the fullest 
extent. 

2. Three coordinated services. 

There should be three coordinate serv- 
ices—the Army, Navy and Air Force.. The 
three services should be on a parity and 
should operate in a common purpose toward 
overall efficiency of the National Defense 
under the control and supervision of the 
Secretary of National Defense. The Scere- 
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terson and Forrestal substantially as they are stated 
in the President's letter to the Committee Chairmen 
(Item 137). A summary of the positions taken on 
the four remaining points follows: 


x. Single Military Department 

War Department view. The military establish- 
ment should be set up as a single entity, headed by 
a civilian of Cabinet rank with authority and 
responsibility for the several services. ‘The adminis- 
tration and supervision of the services should, how- 
ever, so far as possible be delegated to their respective 
heads, in order that each service should have as 
much freedom of development as possible, and in 
order that the traditions and prestige of each should 
not be impaired. 

Navy Department view. There was a need for 
unification, but in a less drastic and extreme form. 
Serious disadvantages would result from combining 
the services into one department. Such a step would 
involve sacrifices of administrative autonomy and 
service morale, Certain advantages would result 
from placing a Presidential Deputy with clearly 
defined powers of decision over specified matters at 
the head of the Council of Common Defense. 
From this as a starting point, it would be possible 
to move forward toward such further measures of 
unification as became advisable, based on further 
experience. 


2. Three Coordinate Branches 


War Department view, The military establish- 
ment should contain three coordinate branches-— 
nava}, ground, and air—each of which should have 
a civilian head and a military commander. These 
oficials should have access to the President, but not 
Cabinet rank, since that would be in derogation of 
the position of the civilian head of the military 
establishment. ; 

Navy Department view, The national security 
required maintenance of the integrity of the Navy 
Department, headed by a civilian Secretary of Cabi- 
net rank. Naval aviation, together with surface 
and subsurface components, had been integrated 
within the Navy, and similar integration by the 
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Amny of its air and ground forces would be in the 
best interest of national security. However, if the 
alternatives were three military departments or onc, 
the Navy preferred three departments. 


3. Aviation 

War Department view. Responsibility for the 
development, procurement, maintenance, and op- 
eration of the military air resources of the United 
States should be a function of the Air Force, with 
exception of enumerated responsibilities which 
should be vested in the Navy. 

Navy Department view. One reason for the 
Navy's strong conviction against a single depart- 
ment was the continued efforts of the Army air 
forces to restrict and limit naval aviation, To ac- 
complish its fundamental purpose, the Navy necded 
a certain number of landplanes for naval reconnais- 
sance, anti-submarine warfare, and protection of 
shipping. Landplanes, to be effective, must be 
manned by naval personnel trained in naval warfare. 
The Navy also required air transport essential to its 
needs. 


4-.United States Marine Corps 

War Department view. There should be main- 
tained as a constituent part of the naval service a 
balanced Fleet Marine Force including its supporting 
air component for (1) service with the Acet in the 
seizure of enemy positions not involving sustained 
Jand fighting, and (2) to continue the development 
of tactics, techniques, and equipment relating to
